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Preface 

The Kirtland Elders' Quorum Record is an official Church minutebook kept 
during a formative period in the history of Mormonism. It contains fifty-five 
handwritten pages of minutes for the years 1836 through 1841. Nearly all 
meetings of the elders' quorum were held in the Kirtiand Temple. The clerks 
who recorded most of these minutes were Evan M. Greene, Warren Smith, 
and Otis Robert. Three other clerks — Alexander Cheney, John Gaylord, and 
John Norton — served for brief periods of time. 

The Elders' Quorum Record has not been previously published. These 
minutes were not used in the preon of the Prophet Joseph Smith's History of 
the Church nor have they been used in any other official history of the 
Church. They have been overlooked as an important informative source by 
scholars of Mormon history. A major reason for this neglect was that the 
document remained in Ohio for many years and was not accessible to the 
Prophet when he dictated the Church's history at Nauvoo. Later, this 
manuscript became the property of the Reorganized Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints. 

The Kirtiand Elders' Quorum Record was initiated in January 1836 when the 
elders living in and near Kirtiand formally organized with a president, a clerk 
and counsellors. Minutes of their meetings were taken for nearly three years, 
until late 1838. Increased persecution caused the elders to discontinue 
meeting regularly. 

After the expulsion of the Saints from Missouri, the Mormon population in 
Kirtiand experienced a rebirth as new converts, repentant apostates and 
displaced members sought physical protection and religious unity. After a 
hiatus of more than a year, the elders in Kirtiand resumed their regular 
quorum activities, including keeping minutes of their meetings. 



For a brief time. Church activities in Kirtiand began to flourish. However, tiiis 
renewed interest in Kirtiand as a center place of Zion did not continue. 
Realizing the futility of supporting two competing Church centers, the 
Prophet insisted that the Kirtiand Stake be abandoned. The final minutes of 
the Elders' Quorum— October 1841— reflect this decision. Even so, Kirtiand 
continued to serve as a gathering place for Latter-day Saints until the 
mid-1 840s. 

Partiy because there are so few official Church minutebooks for the Kirtiand 
era, this record is an important and valuable document. More than three 
hundred male members of the Church participated in the meetings of the 
Kirtiand Elders' Quorum. For purely biographical and genealogical reasons, 
the record is a treasure. (A biographical index is included in the book.) 

However, the record's importance extends beyond being an important source 
of biographical data. From this work we view the priesthood quorums of the 
early Church functioning, learning and growing. The quorum was actively 
involved in a wide spectrum of duties and responsibilities— from authority 
problems and administrative precedents to organizational policies and 
theological questions. Apparent through all of this manuscript is the obvious 
faith of the early Saints who desired to do right and who demonstrated 
unusual religious zeal in furthering the message of the Restoration. 
Significantiy, this record provides a broader understanding of Mormon 
history— a microcosm of the larger Church. 

There are other significant contribution of this minutebook. Many activities of 
the Prophet (not recorded elsewhere) are found here. Also there are 
descriptions of meetings of temple anointings and other sacred preparations 
for the solemn assembly and spiritual endowment in the Kirtiand Temple. 
These priesthood rituals will naturally be compared and contrasted with 
temple ceremonies introduced at Nauvoo. 

Like other early Church minutebooks — e. g. Kirtiand Council Minute Book, 
Kirtiand Seventies Record, Kirtiand Revelation Book, and Far West Record — 
the kinds of meetings found in the Elders' Quorum Record are more diverse 



than the title implies. For example, the record also includes minutes of 
meetings of the Kirtland High Council, the expansion of the Seventies 
Quourm at Kirtland and other priesthood conferences convened at that place. 

During the years 1836-1837 the Kirdand quorum of elders concerned itself 
solely with ordinations and problems of its members. However, after the 
departure from Kirdand by the Prophet and many of the other church 
leaders, this quorum became the only organized priesthood body in Ohio. 
Therefore, the group began to take on general leadership and administrative 
responsibilities for the Church in that region, responsibilities which would 
normally be taken care of by the First Presidency or High Council. For these 
reasons, the minutes provide a key to understanding events that transpired in 
Kirtiand after the general emmigration of the Saints from Ohio and before 
the discontinuance of the Kirtiand Stake.

1836 



15 January 1836 

1 [The first eight meetings were numbered by the clerk.] 

A meeting being called, by the first Presidency of the Church of Latter Day 
Saints; at the Lord's house [Kirtiand Temple] in Kirdand: to fill up vacancies 
in the several quorums. At this meeting, Alvah Beman, 

[Footnote: Alvah Beman (1775-1837) of Livonia, New York, had long been 
an intimate friend of Joseph Smith's. In western New York, Beman had 
helped young Joseph preserve the plates of the Book of Mormon from 
enemies and on one occasion had concealed them under the hearth in his 
home (Parley P. Pratt, Autobiography of Parley P. Pratt, p. 110). Only a week 
before this meeting Beman had come to Kirtiand to attend the solemn 
assembly. Apparentiy he was planning to remove to western Missouri after 
the dedication of the Kirtiand Temple and the solemn assembly in March 
1836 (see Diary of Joseph Smith, 16 November 1835 and 13 January 1836). 
However, those plans were radically modified when on the 15th of January he 
was called to preside over the elders in Kirtiand.] was chosen by a unanimous 
voice of the acting quorums: and ordained President of the quorum of Elders 
in Kirtiand: belonging to the Church of Latter Day Saints. 

[Footnote: An account of this meeting is recorded in the Diary of Joseph 
Smith, under the same date: "At the council room in the Chapel [I] organized 
the authorities of the church agreeably to their respective office in the same, I 
then made some observation respecting the order of the day, and the great 
responsibility we are under to transact all our business, in righteousness 
before God, inasmuch as our decisions will have a bearing upon all mankind 
and upon aU generations to come. . . . Elder Alva [Alvah] Beemon [Beman], 
was nominated and seconded to officiate as president of the Elders in 
Kirtiand Elder Beemon [Beman] arose and asked permission to speak, and 



made the following remarks— Brethren you know that I am . . . old and 
ignorant and kneed much instructions, but I wish to do the will of the Lord— 
The vote of the several authorities was then called and carried unanimously." 
On the same occasion, William Cowdery was chosen to preside over the 
priests in Kirtland, Oliver Olney was called to preside over the teachers, and 
Ira Bond was named president of the deacons. (See also Kirtland Council 
Minute Book, pp. 203-04 and Oliver Cowdery Sketch Book, under date. 
Church Archives: "The several Quorums of the authorities of the Church met 
today, and transacted important business preparatory to the endowment.")] 

21 January 1 836 

On the 21 st of Jan. 1 836, according to appointment the Presidents met at the 
house of the Lord, and Alvah Beman was anointed to the office where unto 
he had been ordained. 

[Footnote: See Diary of Joseph Smith, under date, for a more complete 
account of this evening meeting. According to Oliver Cowdery, what 
occurred was "too great to be described [in his diary], therefore, I only say, 
that the heavens were opened to many, and great and marvelous things were 
shown" (Oliver Cowdery Sketch Book, under date). President Beman later 
admitted that he had doubted the reality or validity of some of the spiritual 
happenings of that meeting. However, two days later he "made an humble 
confession & asked forgiveness of the [leaders] which was joyfully given & 
the old man said he would try to resist Satan in future" (Diary of Joseph 
Smith).] 

pMotes: The meetings for ordination commence on page [ ] . [No page number 
was supplied in the original record. See the ordination records which begin 
with the 26 January 1836 entry.] 

25 January 1836 



Kirtiandjan. 25th A.D. 1836 



This evening a meeting, of Elders, was [called] by the president of said 
quorum, to instruct them, that they may prepare themselves for the holy 
anointing. 

[Footnote: The "holy anointing" was part of a complex of sanctifying 
ordinances intended to prepare the brethren to receive a spiritual outpouring 
known in Kirdand as "an endowment of power."] 

The meeting being duly organized. Presidents, Sidney Rigdon, F. G. Williams, 
and Hyrum Smith, were chosen to give the said instructions, firstly: opened by 
prayer and then proceeded. 

2ndly: The presidents ordained and blessed according to the blessings of the 
Sons of Zion. Reuben McBride blessed; Tho. [Thomas] Hayes, Addision 
Greene, Benj. [Benjamin] Gifford, and Albert Brown blessed and ordained; 
Benj. [Benjamin] Winchester ordained. 

3rdly: They gave instructions concerning purification. 

[Footnote: "Purification" was one of the ordinances which prepared the 
brethren for the "endowment." It consisted of having one's body washed and 
bathed with cinnamon-perfumed whiskey and later washing one's own body 
with pure water and perfume.] 

4thly: The president of the Elders [Alvah Beman] chose his counsel. Eld. R 
[Reuben]. Hadlock was chosen first counselor and Elder JQohn]. Morton was 
chosen second counselor, by an unanimous vote. 

5thly: President Beman organized the quorum according to age, and take their 
names. 

6thly: The Elders organized into bodies of twelve to make preparations for 
the Holy anointing. 

Tthly: Meeting adjourned until the 28th to meet at the same place. 



28 January 1836 



[Footnote: The Prophet's diary records the following about this meeting held 
in the attic of the Kirdand Temple: "In the evening met the quorums of High 
Priests in the west room of the upper loft of the Lord's house and in company 
with my council of the presidency, consecrated and anointed the counsellors 
of the President of the High priesthood and having instructed them and set 
the quorum in order I left them to perform the holy anointing, and went to 
the quorum of Elders in the other end of the room. I assisted in anointing the 
counsellors of the President of the Elders and gave them the instruction 
necessary for the occasion and left the President and his council to anoint the 
Elders while I should go to the adjoining room and attend to organizing and 
instructing of the quorum of the Seventy (Joseph Smith, Diary, 28 January 
1836, cited in Jessee, Writings of Joseph Smith, p. 150).] 

Kirtiandjan. 28th A.D. 1836 

This evening met at the house of the Lord; the quorum of Elders to receive 
their anointing; and the meeting being organized by prayer the High 
presidency proceeded; 

Istiy. To anoint president [Alvah] Beman's counselors. 

2ndly. President Beman anointed twenty four Elders; (Viz) Jonathan Stevens, 
Wm. Draper, Hezekiah Fisk, Edmund Bosley, James Webb, Isaac Mcwithey, 
Samuel Canfield, John Gould, Alpheus Cutier, Elijah Cheney, Stephen Starks, 
Joel Mcwithey, Samuel Phelps, Ezra Thornton, Selah J. Griffing [Griffin], 
Shadrach Roundy, Zerah Pulsifer, King FoUett, Joseph Rose, Robert 
Culberson, Gideon Olmsby [Ormsby], John Young, jun., Sam. Newcomb, 
and Blake Baldwin: and the Lord poured out his spirit, and some spake with 
tongues and prophesied. Oh the wondrous blessings of the God of Israel. 

3rdly. After the anointing the presidents received the sum of consecration, 
(extended [until the] 30th) to defray the expenses of the anointing. 



4thly. Meeting adjourned until Sat. the 30th at the same place, and closed by 
prayer. 



30 January 1836 

[Footnote: On this same day, at a council of the presidency of the Church, it 
was "resolved that no one be ordained to an office in the Church in Kirtland 
without the voice" of that quorum assembled. Also that "Alvah Beaman 
[Beman] the President of the Elders, be directed to give to the Presidents of 
the Church, a list of the names of the several Elders comprising his quorum 
and all other Elders in Kirtland not belonging to any quorum now 
established" (Kirtland Council Minute Book," p. 137.)] 

Kirtland Jan. 30th 1836 

This evening, the president [Alvah] Beman with the Elders of the quorum met 
at the house of the Lord. The meeting was opened by singing, and prayer, and 
president Beman proceeded to anoint twenty four; (Viz) JaQames]. Foster, 
Artemus Millett, Salmon Gee, Nat. Milliken, Gad Yale, Oliver Granger, Josiah 
Butterfield, Elias Benner, Uzziel Stevens, Tho. Burdick, Elijah Fordam, 
Robert Rathbone, Hiram Dayton, Giles Cook, J [John]. E. Page, J [Joel]. H. 
Johnson, Wm. Tenny jr., Daniel Wood, Edmund Marvin, Geo. Morey, 
Reuben McBride, M. C. Davis [Marvel or Maleum C. Davis], Almon 
Shermon, I[[saac]. H. Bishop; and the president and counsel gave such 
instructions as were necessary; and the meeting adjourned by prayer until the 
1st of Feb. 



1 February 1 836 

[Footnote: Although the Elders' Quorum Record does not mention it, the 
Prophet Joseph Smith was in attendance in the Temple this evening and aided 
them in their preparation for the endowment: In the evening attended to the 
organizing of the quorums of High priests. Elders, Seventy and Bishops in the 
upper rooms of the house of the Lord and after blessing each quorum in the 



name of the Lord, I left them and returned home. (Joseph Smith, Diary, 1 
February 1836, cited in Jessee, Writings of Joseph Smith, p. 155.)] 

Kirdand Feb. 1st A D. 1836 

The quorum met according to appointment and being duly organized 
proceeded to business. 

The Pres. [Alvah Beman] anointed 26 and proceeded to other business: 
several petitions were presented for prayers in behalf of those who were sick. 
Some instructions given and dismissed with singing and prayer. 



4 February 1836 
Kirdand Feb. 4th 

Met according to appointment and being duly organized proceeded with the 
anointing; and Elder [Reuben] Hadlock in forming them to send up their 
petitions to the Lord of heaven and earth. 

Twenty three were anointed and we proceeded to other business. 

Agreed to meet to confess one to another [Confession of sins was part of the 
preparation for the spiritual endowment] and pray one for another. 

Closed by singing and prayer. 

6 February 1836 [Footnote: The Diary of Joseph Smith, under date, also 
records the events of the anointed quorums on this day: "Saturday 6 called the 
anointed together to receive the seal of all their blessings. The High Priests & 
Elders in the council room as usual— The Seventy with the Twelve in the 
second room & the Bishop in the 3— I labored with each of these quorums 
for some time to bring [them] to the order which God had shown to me 
which is as follows— first part to be spent in solemn prayer before god without 



any talking or confusion & the conclusion with a sealing prayer by Pres. 
Sidney Rigdon when all the quorums are to shout with one accord a solemn 
hosannah to God & the Lamb with an Amen— amen & amen— & then aU 
take seats & lift up their hearts in silent prayer to God & if any obtain a 
prophecy or visions to rise & speak that all may be edified & rejoice together. 
I had considerable trouble to get all the quorums united in this order— I went 
from room to room repeatedly & charged each separately— assuring them that 
it was according to the mind of God yet notwithstanding all my labor— while 
I was in the east room with the Bishops quorums I f[e]lt by the spirit that 
something was wrong in the quorum of Elders in the west room— & I 
immediately requested Pres. O. [Oliver] Cowdery & H. [Hyrum] Smith to go 
in & see what was the matter— The quorum of Elders had not observed the 
order which I have given them & were reminded of it by Pres. Carlos s 
[Carlos] Smith & mildly requested to observe order & continue in prayer & 
requested— some of them replied that they had a teacher of their own & did 
not wish to be troubled by others this caused the spirit of the Lord to 
withdraw This interrupted the meeting & this quorum lost their blessing in a 
great measure— the other quorums were more careful & the quorum of the 
seventy enjoyed a great flow of the holy spirit many arose & spoke testifying 
that they were filled with the holy spirit."] 

February 6, [1836] 

Met to proceed with the anointing of the Elders of the Most High. 

Counselor Q ohn] Morton organized those who were anointed in order for 
supplications. 

President [Alvah] Beman finished the anointing. 

The first presidency came and sealed our anointing by prayer and shout of 
Ho s anna. 



The first counselor [Reuben Hedlock] organized those who had been 
anointed in order for supplications. 



[Footnote: The "supplications" were part of the preparation for the 
"endowment." Specifically, they consisted of silent prayer by the united 
quorum after which the Church presidency joined them for a prayer of sealing 
which included a united shout of "hosannah to God & the Lamb" and 
"Amen, Amen, and Amen."] 

They gave us some instructions and left us. President Beman spake to the 
assembly: several spoke and there seemed to be a cloud of darkness in the 
room. Pres. 0[01iver]. Cowdery & HjHyrum]. Smith came and gave some 
instructions and the cloud was broken and some shouted, Hosanna and 
others spake with tongues. The first president (J. Smith jun) returned and 
reprimanded us for our evil deeds which was the cause of our darkness. 

He prophesied saying this night the key is turned to the nations; and the angel 
John is about commencing his mission to prophesy before kings, and rulers, 
nations tongues and people. [This reference to the Apostie John is not found 
in the Diary of Joseph Smith. See Revelation 10:10-11, and D&C 77:14.] 

The assembly was dismissed with prayer. 

8 February 1 836 [Note that the clerk discontinued numbering each meeting.] 

Feb. 8tii 

Met at the Lord's house and one was anointed, and the presidents of the 
seventy called those by name chosen for the second seventy; [That is, the 
second quorum of seventy was called directiy from President Beman's 
quorum. Most of them had received their anointing in preparation for the 
endowment. (See "General Record of the Seventies, Book A," Church 
Archives, pp. 6-8.)] adjourned by prayer. 

11 February 1836 



Feb. 11th 



This evening [met] according to adjournment and being dioly organized; 
president [Alvah] Beman gave some instructions respecting the duty of the 
officers, and made some confession and was followed by president Joseph 
Smith jr. in giving instruction to the quorum. [This brief reference to the 
Prophet Joseph Smith's activities with the elders' quorum is not contained in 
his diary.] Pres. Beman proceeded to anoint these Elders, and his counsel 
organized them for prayer. The Elders continued their confessions a short 
time, and the presidents of the seventy came and called forth their seventy 
from our quorum; this being completed we adjourned with prayer.] 



15 February 1836 Kirtland Feb 15th A D. 1836 



This evening the quorum met at the house of the Lord and being organized 
proceeded to confess their fault to one another and pray one for another: 
meeting adjourned by prayer. 



19 February 1836 



Feb. 19th 



The quorum met in the Lord's house, and being organized Pres. [Alvah] 
Beman anointed two Elders. Elder L. [Libbeus] T. Coons presented the case 
of Elder E.[Ezra] Hayes before the quorum. A bottle of oil was consecrated 
to the Lord, and meeting dismissed with prayer. 



22 February 1836 



Feb 22nd 



The quorum met and names were presented to carry before the quorums for 
ordination: business being finished adjourned with prayer. 



26 February 1836 



Feb. 26th 

The quorum met to tell their experience, and the meeting being organized the 
case of Elder Dean Gould was brought before them: and it being considered 
the meeting adjourned with prayer. 

29 February 1836 

Kirtland Feb 29th 1836 

This day the quorum met at the Lord's house, and proceeded in telling their 
experience, and expressing their feelings one to another. 



2 March 1836 
March 2nd 

This evening the Elders met at the Lord's house: the meeting opened by 
prayer and a hymn was sung; and president [Alvah] Beman proceeded to 
anoint the following Elders (viz), Richard Howard Age 53, Daniel S. Miles 
Age 45, Moses Gardner Age 42, David Clough Age 40, Aaron Smith Jr. Age 
38, Phinehas H. Young Age 37, Trouman Jackson Age 34, Wm. Wightman 
Age 28, Reuben Barton Age 24, and Charles Wightman Age 26. [Six of these 
brethren were approved on the 24th of February, 1 836, and ordained on the 
27th and 28th of the same month (see Kirdand Council Minute Book, p. 144 
and page [— ] of this book).] 

The Brethren were then organized for and sent up their prayers to the father 
in heaven; the blessings were then sealed by a prayer from the president, and a 
shout of Hosanna. The Brethren then spake of the goodness of the Lord, and 
told their feeling[s] and determinations. 



The meeting was tiien dismissed with singing and prayer. 



4 March 1836 
Mar 4th 

This evening the Elders met at the Lord's house and being duly organized 
proceeded to speak one to another as they felt in the Lord. The meeting then 
dismissed with prayer. 

7 March 1836 

Kirtiand March 7th 1836 

This evening the Elders met, and being duly organized, the case of Dean 
Gould came before the Elders, also Elder [Calvin W.] Stoddard made his 
confession: ten were also received into the quorum. Dismissed with prayer. 



9 March 1836 
March 9th 

The Elders met, and being duly organized six Elders were anointed, and some 
spake of the goodness of God, dismissed with prayer. 

11 March 1836 
March 11th 

The Elders met, and being organized, the case of Elder Dean Gould was 
again brought forward, and president [Alvah] Beman stated to the quorum 
that Elder D. Gould had not appeared to make his confession but the 



accusation (I.E.) he behaved in an unchristian like manner was disobedient to 
his parents &c., and he. Dean, left the house, on the evening of the 7th went 
into the school house, as testified by Elder Wm Bosley and Moses Martin, and 
their went to jumping and behaved himself in an unchristian like manner, and 
was reproved by them. The quorum then, by vote, withdrew the hand of 
fellowship from him: again voted to carry his case to the high council of 
Kirtiand: and dismissed with prayer. 

16 March 1836 

Kirtiand March 16, 1836 

This evening the Elders met according to appointment, in the Lord's house. 

The meeting being duly organized; President [Alvah] Beman consecrated a 
bottle of oil for the anointing; after which a hymn was sung and he proceeded 
to anoint Elders Benj. Brown Age 41, James Burnham Age 38, Julius 
Thompson Age 34, and E. F. Nickerson Age 29. 

Elder [Reuben] Hadlock organized them for prayer. 

The blessings were then sealed by the President, and the meeting dismissed 
with prayer. 

21 March 1836 

March 21st 1836 

The quorum [met] for a prayer meeting, and President [Alvah] Beman 
presided. 

25 March 1836 

March 25th 



The Elders met for a prayer meeting; President [Alvah] Beman presided, two 
were received into the quorum this evening. 



18 March 1836 
March 18 

The Elders met in the Lord's house; and being duly organized, the following 
Elders were ordained Joshua Bosley, Erastus Wightman, and Samuel 
Thompson: and the following ones were anointed, Lorenzo Young, Heman 
Hyde, John Gaylord, Joshua Bosley, Osmyn M. Duel, Erastus Wightman, 
Chapman Duncan, Samuel Thompson and Daniel Jackson. [Several of these 
brethren were approved and ordained at a meeting of the several quorums of 
the Church on the 17th of March, 1836 (see Kirtiand Council Minute Book, 
p. 146).] Lorenzo Young was delivered to the presidents of the seventies, Prs 
Smith dismissed. 

The meetings [on] the 18, and 19 were handed to me by Elder Hadlock 
separate from the above and therefore are entered after the 21st, and 25. 
E[Evan] M Greene [clerk] 

19 March 1836 
Kirtiand March 19 1836 

This evening the Elder [s] met at the Lord's house, with other quorums of the 
church. The meeting was opened by singing, and prayer. President Joseph 
Smith J[u]n. [These minutes contain information concerning the Prophet's 
activities not included in his own diary.] gave some instructions relative to the 
sealing power, in a short but powerful address. 

[Footnote: The "sealing power" had reference to the early Mormon practice 
of "electing" certain members of the Church to be candidates to the celestial 
kingdom by the power of the priesthood. Beginning in 1831, and continuing 
until 1 835, High Priests were given the authority to seal up individuals that 



were identified to them by revelation (D&C 68:12 and Far West Record: 
Minutes of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 1830-1844, 
Donald Q. Cannon and Lyndon W. Cook, eds., [Salt Lake City: Deseret Book 
Company, 1983], pp. 20-21: "Br. Joseph Smith jr. said that the order of the 
High priesthood is that they have power given them to seal up the Saints unto 
eternal life. And said it was the privilege of every Elder present to be ordained 
to the High priesthood"). This practice was discontinued sometime in 1835 
and not resumed until the Nauvoo period, and then only by express 
permission and direction of the Prophet. The Mormon doctrine of election 
differed from that of other religious groups in that the Saints believed that a 
person could fall from grace (by sin) after achieving grace (D&C 20:32) even 
though he might have been elected or "sealed" up unto eternal life. Such 
wilful sin would result in being delivered over to the buffetings of Satan. The 
use of the word "seal" as it relates to the anointings mentioned above meant 
that the promises or ordinances were being bound by the holy priesthood, not 
that these brethren were being sealed up unto eternal life.] 

President S. Rigdon sealed the blessings of the Lord on those who had been 
anointed, by prayer and with a shout of Hosanna to God and, the Lamb. 

Some of the brethren spake of the goodness of the Lord, and President J 
[Joseph] Smith jun made some remarks respecting the coming meeting, 
[Reference to the solemn assembly (wherein the brethren were to receive the 
spiritual endowment) which occurred on the 30th of March, 1836.] and gave 
out some appointments.

prayer, a sealing prayer, and the hosanna shout), and (5) washing of faces and 
feet and partaking of the Lord's Supper.]

It appeared manifest to the conference that the 
places appointed for the gathering of the Saints were at this time crowded to 
overflowing & that it was necessary that there be more Stakes of Zion 
appointed in order that the poor might have a place to gather to. Wherefore it 
was moved seconded & carried by vote of the whole that Presidents J Smith 
Jr & S. Rigdon be requested by this conference to go & appoint other Stakes 
or places of gathering and that they receive a certificate of this their 
appointment signed by the Clerk of the Church. Elder William Marks who 
had been appointed, in the after part of the day to be the Bishops Agent was 
called upon to know if he would accept the appointment he arose and said 
that he would comply with the request of the Church & the Lord being his 



helper he would discharge the duties tiiereof to the best of his abilities. After 
which the Elders present who were in a situation to travel were called upon to 
number themselves, beginning on the South Side of the house, & to pass to 
the north. It appeared that there were one hundred & nine Elders present 
who wished to travel. They were then divided into eight companies in the 
following manner. Beginning with No 1 to No 12 formed the first company 
They were appointed to travel East. The next was from 12 to 26 They were 
appointed to travel South East. The next was from 26 to 39 They were 
appointed to travel South. The next from 39 to 52 They were to travel South 
west. The next from 52 to 65 They were to go directiy West. The next from 
65 to 78 Their course was North west. The next from 78 to 91 They were to 
travel North. The next from 91 to 104 They were to travel North East It 
appeared after this division that there [were] 5 left Nos 105-6-7-8 and 9 No 
105 was appointed to travel with the company that go South East. 106 with 
the Company South. 107 to travel with the South Company. 108 with the East 
Company & 109 North. It was farther appointed that those who might desire 
to travel a different course from the one which was appointed to the division 
to which they belonged, might have the privilege of Changing with one of 
another division. And lastiy it was appointed that the different divisions 
appoint a meeting for themselves to make such arrangements as they shall 
think proper in relation to their journeying and after prayer by President S. 
Rigdon the conference adjourned.

of sins and the Laying on of hands for the reception of the Holy Ghost He 
thought that no people Priest or people knew anything about the Holy Spirit 
but was led or had a Spirit which was the spirit of the Devil. After Prayer we 
adjourned to meet again upon the same subject [The fact that there are not 
additional minutes for the year 1838 (nor for 1839) attests to the general 
disruption of Church activities in Kirtland caused by apostasy and the 
subsequent departure of most of the Saints to Missouri.]

them until [I] come." Again on the 4th of May, 1841, the Prophet enjoined 
Granger to "keep possession of the Keys of the House of the Lord until you 
receive further instructions from me" (Joseph Smith to Oliver Granger, 4 May 
1841, ibid., 494-95). Oliver Granger was appointed as president of the Church 
in Kirtiand by the Prophet in early 1 840 (see Joseph Smith to Granger, July 
1840, ibid., 477), but in October of that year Almon Babbitt was named to 
assume that office since it was believed that Granger was returning to 
Nauvoo. Granger did not move west and this obviously created some bad 
feelings among these brethren and the Saints in Ohio. For a brief period 
Babbitt did serve as the presiding leader of the Church in Kirdand; Granger, 
nevertheless, retained control of the temple.] the letter was read by the clerk 
the Brethren was still of the opinion that the Trustees ought to hold the Keys 
and furthermore it was agreed to let the subject rest at present where it was.

At a general conference of the church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, 
held in Kirtiand, Ohio, commencing on Saturday May 22, 1 841 , Elder Almon 
Babbitt, being unanimously chosen Chairman and W. W. Phelps, appointed 
Clerk.— The solemnities began with singing and prayer. The chairman 
explained the business of the conference relative to a reorganization, and 
resigned his office of president of this stake, that the conference might 
express its full right, and choose its own officers from head to foot. 
Adjourned one hour. 

Met pursuant to adjournment, and opened with singing and prayer. 

Appointed a committee of three viz: Thomas Burdick, Zebedee Coltrin and 
Hiram Winters, to examine candidates for ordination. 

The chairman read the several acts incorporating the Church of Christ of 
Latter Day Saints in Kirtland, together with a code of by-laws, which were 
accepted and adopted unanimously. 



Elder Babbitt was then nominated for the president or presiding elder of the 
stake in Kirtland; but he declined, yet, after some discussion, was 
unanimously elected. Elder Babbitt nominated for his counsellors Elders 
Lester Brooks and Zebidee [Zebedee] Coltrin, who were unanimously elected. 

Thomas Burdick was nominated and unanimously elected Bishop of Kirdand. 
He nominated Elders Hiram Winters and Reuben McBride for counsellors, 
who were unanimously elected. The president's counsellors, bishop and his 
counsellors were then ordained to their several offices. 

The High Priest quorum, Hiram Kellogg, president, and John Knapp and 
Joseph Pine, as counselors, were unanimously accepted by the conference.— 
The members of the quorum, consisting of six, were also unanimously 
accepted, save Martin Harris who had one vote against him. 

The Elders' quorum, Amos Babcock, president, and Otis Hobart, and 
Thomas Green as counsellors, were unanimously accepted: The members, 
forty three in number, were unanimously accepted also; save the following 
exceptions, viz: Lehasa Hollister was rejected but finally accepted, Robert 
Greenhalgh, Phineas Young, Justice Blood, (to be visited) Ira Bond, David 
Holman, Andrew Hartsman Darias Phillips, and Solon Bragg, were rejected. 

Adjourned till 10 o'clock, A. M. tomorrow morning. Sunday May 23. Met 
pursuant to adjournment. Opened with singing and prayer. 

Elder Babbitt delivered a discourse on baptism for the dead, from 1 Peter 4:6, 
to a very large audience, setting forth that doctrine as compatible with the 
mercy of God, and grand council of heaven. 

After an hour's intermission, Elder W. W. Phelps continued the same subject 
from 1 Corinthians 15:22, bringing scripture upon scripture to prove the 
consistency of this doctrine, as among the economy of God and powers of 
salvation. 



Elder Brooks and Adams bore testimony to the truth of what had been 
advanced as self-evident and self important to let the prisoners go free: after 
which the sacrament was administered. Adjourned till 8 o'clock to-morrow.

Resolved that the bishop organize the remaining two quorums of teachers and 
deacons hereafter. . . . 

The several quorums and whole conference, by a unanimous vote, accepted 
and resolved to uphold the first presidency at Nauvoo, 111. 

Elder Brooks, Morton, and Norton, were appointed a committee to draft a set 
of by-laws for the preservation of the Lord's House. 

The committee reported a set of resolutions, which appoint two door keepers: 
that no person shall occupy the pulpits or stand unless entitied by office or 
invited; that if any person shall deface the said house, they shall be punished 
according to law: that we will claim our right, and be protected in our worship 
according to law: that no person shall be allowed to wear his hat on his head 
in the inner court: and that means be taken to prevent persons from defiling 



the inside of the house with (D&C 89) tobacco cuds and tobacco spittle, and 
to prevent smoking.... 

Resolved that the members of either quorum shall not go out to preach unless 
recommended. . . . 

During the sittings of the conference, the greatest harmony prevailed. About 
25 baptisms took place, the most of which were for the dead.

[Footnote: Notwithstanding the many attempts to dissuade the Saints from 
returning to Kirtiand, Ohio, to settie (after Nauvoo, Illinois, had been 
established), some continued to do so (see Times and Seasons, 1 [December 
1839], p. 29). The temple was a strong point of attraction, and besides many 
of the Saints were from that vicinity. Furthermore, some of the elders, 
especially Almon Babbitt, were preaching that Kirtiand remained a place of 
gathering for the Latter-day Saints. By the fall of 1840, there was a sizable 
branch of members living there. In the spring of 1840, Oliver Granger had 
been sent to Kirtiand as the Prophet's attorney-in-fact to cancel his 
outstanding debts and "free the Lords House from all iacumbrances" (Joseph 
Smith to Granger, July 1840). Additionally, Granger was to "act as president 
of the Church in Kirtiand" until all of his business was completed. When 
Kirtiand continued to "flourish," despite counsel to the contrary, the 
leadership at Nauvoo appointed Almon Babbitt to preside as stake president 
there. Oliver Granger would have received this appointment had not it been 
erroneously publicized that he was returning to Illinois. In May, 1841, the 
brethren at Nauvoo renewed their efforts to encourage gathering to the west, 
and officially instructed the leaders in eastern Ohio to discontinue the 
Kirtiand stake (see Times and Seasons, 2 [1 June 1841], 434). In August 1841, 
Oliver Granger died at Kirtiand and the Prophet sent Babbitt a letter of 



attorney to take Granger's place. This authorization together with Babbitt's 
own desire to build up Kirtland led him to encourage the members to remain 
there. When the Prophet learned that Babbitt refused to stop preaching the 
gathering to Ohio, Babbitt was disfeUowshipped and the Saints in Ohio were 
instructed to move posthaste to Illinois (see Times and Seasons 2 [1 5 October 
1841], p. 577 and History of the Church, 4:443-44). In the meantime, Reuben 
McBride, of Kirtland, was sent a letter of attorney to manage Church 
properties in Ohio and Babbitt's power was revoked (History of the Church, 
4: 443-44). When the Kirtland members learned of the firm decision of the 
brethren in Nauvoo to terminate the stake, Lester Brooks and Zebedee 
Coltrin, counsellors in the stake presidency, wrote to Joseph Smith and 
requested that the stake continue for a while longer. Realizing the sincerity of 
these members, the Prophet finally agreed to their proposal in December 
1841: "[A]s it appears that there are many in Kirtiand who desire to remain 
there, and build up that place, and as you have made great exertions according 
to your letter, to establish a printing press, and take care of the poor . . . you 
may as well continue operations according to your designs . . . but do not 
suffer yourselves to harbor the idea that Kirtiand will rise on the ruins of 
Nauvoo" (History of the Church, 4:476). Thus the stake in Kirtland continued 
for a few months longer.] and that Nauvoo was Also a place of gathering for 
the Saints the Elders Spoke on the Same principle and manifested by their 
unanimous Speaking that Kirtiand was a place of gathering for the Saints vote

Elder Almon Babbitt was 
unanimously chosen chairman and Elder W. W. Phelps, appointed clerk. The 
solemnities were opened with singing and prayer. 

Resolved unanimously that Elder Jeremiah Knight, Samuel Phelps, and Edwin 
Cadwell, be appointed a committee to examine candidates presented for 
ordination. 

The chairman then read the 2nd section of the 2nd part of the book of 
Doctrine and Covenants, explained the relative situation of Kirdand as 
connected with the gathering of the last days; and laid before the conference, 
for consideration, the most important items of business— to wit: to aid the 
poor— for without charity our professions were vain; our gatherings were vain; 
our teachings were vain, and our religion was vain; "Pure religion and 
undefiled before God and the Father, is this, to visit the fatherless and 
widows in their affliction, and to keep ourselves unspotted from the world, 
&c. &c. 

To be more careful in the selection of competent Elders to preach the gospel 
in cities and towns of notoriety, that the cause may continue to triumph, 
though met be Demetriuses, Alexanders, Simon Maguses, and many seven 
sons of Sceva. 

And to establish a press at Kirdand, the more effectually to promulgate the 
gospel; as it is already well known that the press can spread the principles of 
religion farther and faster, through the medium of mail, than the orator in the 



pulpit. Many other topics were alluded to, for instruction. Adjourned for one 
hour. 

Met according to adjournment, and opened with singing and prayer. 

Resolved that John Morton be appointed clerk of the church at Kirtland till 
next conference. 

Resolved that Almon Babbitt as chairman, and Lester Brooks as clerk, be 
appointed to sign licenses of the official members of the branch or stake of 
the church; and that W. W. Phelps be appointed recorder to record said 
licenses. 

Resolved that money be raised to purchase a horse and wagon for the use of 
the bishop in gathering for, and distributing to the poor. 

Resolved that Elders Samuel Phelps, Hugh Cole, and John Gaylord, be 
appointed a committee to travel, in the adjacent branches, and collect alms for 
the poor. 

On the subject of the press at Kirdand— to promulgate the principles of pure 
religion, as well through the medium of the press, as the pulpit, and the more 
advantageously to aid our brethren of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints, in the great gathering of these last days; and the better to 
overcome error with truth, and evil with good; and to assist the saints to add 
to their faith, virtue, knowledge, temperance, patience, godliness, brotherly 
kindness, and charity; and to help spread the everlasting gospel, as well as 
warn this world of woes and wars to come; to note passing events; to give 
more light upon the plan of salvation, and to bring the "strong reasons" to 
show that the second coming of Christ, to reign upon the earth, is near. 

Resolved unanimously, that Thomas Burdick, the bishop of Kirdand, and his 
counsellors, be, and they are hereby constituted a company, to establish a 
press at this place, to be owned in shares of from ten to one hundred dollars, 
by the subscribers, and that the said subscribers are to receive annually, from 



the said establishment, for the use of said press and type, such sums as shall 
be equal to the unpaid interest of the money actually paid and vested in said 
establishment.— And whatever is donated, is to be held in trust and managed 
by the said company, for the benefit of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints. And said company shall publish a religious periodical entided 
THE "OLIVE LEAF," 

Resolved unanimously that the saints in this and the adjacent branches be 
solicited to lend their aid to carry the above resolution into effect without 
delay. 

The proceedings of the Elder's quorum was received and accepted, and 
instructions given to the committee on ordinations, after which the 
conference adjourned till tomorrow morning at 10. There was preaching in 
the evening]. 

3 October 1841

Met pursuant to adjournment. Elder Babbitt delivered a discourse on the 
subject of the gathering to a very crowded house.

Met and Elder Phelps delivered a discourse on "Despise not prophesyings." 
The bishop addressed the audience in behalf of the poor, and in aid of the 
printing establishment. Adjourned. 

Evening Session; opened with singing and prayer.... 

The committee on ordinations, reported one for the office of the high 
priesthood; one for the office of an elder, and one for the office of priest, viz. 
Samuel Phelps, J. Newman, and Daniel Carpenter. 

The representation of churches showed an increase of branches and 
members, but omitted for the sake of brevity.— The remainder of the evening 
was occupied by Elder Brooks who gave a discourse on the restoration of the 
kingdom of Israel. (Acts 1,6.)

Native of Lisbon, 
Grafton, NH. Migrated to Jackson Co, MO. Lived in Kirtiand about 1836 to 
1838. Stockholder in Kirtiand Safety Society 1837. Returned to MO by 1838. 
Expelled. Moved to IL. After most Saints moved west, settied in Spring 
Prairie, Walworth, WI. Served as bishop in Reorganized Church 1866-1873. 

Joseph Stewart ALLEN (1810-1889). Born at Whitestown, Oneida, NY. 
Participated in march of Zion's Camp 1834. Settled in Clay Co, MO. Visited 
Kirtiand 1836. Ordained elder 24 Sep 1837. Moved to Far West, MO. 
Expelled. Moved to IL. Served as high councilor in Lima, Hancock, IL. 
Migrated to UT, settling in Manti, Sanpete Co. Died in Huntington, Emery, 
UT. 

Matiiew ALLEN (1800-?). Born at Peru, CHfton, NY. Ordained elder 21 Dec 
1836. Resident and land owner at Kirtiand 1837-1838. 

Martin Carrol ALLRED (1806-1840). Born in Warren, KY. Participated in 

march of Zion's Camp 1 834. Received anointing or special blessing in 
Kirtiand Temple 14 Apr 1836. Received into elders quorum same day. Moved 
to Caldwell Co, MO Fall 1836. Expelled winter 1838-1839. 



Sampson AVARD (1800-?). Native of St. Peter, Isle of Guernsey, UK. 
Baptized 1835. Secured elder's or missionary license in Kirtiand 31 May 1836 
and anointing in Kirtiand Temple 3 Apr 1837. Moved to MO by 1838. 
Became a leader of retaliatory group known as Danites. Excommunicated 
after implicating Church leaders as members of this group. Resided in IL 
1850. 

Almon Whiting BABBIT (also BABBITT) (1812-1856). Born at Cheshire, 
Berkshire, MA. Baptized 1833. Participated in march of Zion's Camp 1834. 
Ordained seventy 1835. Migrated to northern MO 1838. Expelled. Settied in 
Nauvoo. Called by Church leaders to rebuild Kirtiand 1841. Disfellowshipped 
2 Oct 1 841 for teaching and promoting building up of Kirtiand as "place of 
gathering." Made satisfaction and returned to IL 1842. Participated in battie of 
Nauvoo 1846. Moved to UT. Elected delegate to Congress for provisional 
State of Deseret. Appointed secretary of UT Territory 1 852. Died in NE 
while returning from Washington, D.C. 

Erastus BABBIT (also BABBITT) (1793-1879). Born at Adams, Berkshire, 
MA. Resident of Kirtiand 1835-1838. Blessed for working on temple 1835. 
Served as president of teachers quorum 1835. Stockholder in Kirtiand Safety 
Society 1837. Ordained elder 29 Jan 1838. Became member of Reorganized 
Church. Died at Buffalo, Scott, lA. 

Amos BABCOCK (1808/9-1846). Native of Fort Ann, Washington, NY. 
Moved to Kirtiand about 1835. Received elder's license 28 Sep 1836 and 
anointing in Kirtiand Temple 3 Apr 1 837. Set apart as president of elders 1 1 
Nov 1 840. Seventy endowed in Nauvoo Temple Jan 1 846. Died at Winter 
Quarters, Douglas, NE. 

E. BADGER (probably Ephraim BADGER) (1802-?). Born at Waterford, 
Caledonia, VT. Shareholder in Kirtiand Safety Society 1837. High Priest 
endowed in Nauvoo Temple Jan 1846. Resident of Salt Lake Co, UT by 1851. 

Jesse BAKER (1778-1846). Born at Charleston, Washington, RI. Ap- proved 
to be ordained elder 11 Jan 1837. Shareholder in Kirtiand Safety Society 1837. 



As elder signed constitution of Kirtiand Camp 1838. Migrated to MO 1838. 
Expelled. Moved to IL. Sustained councilor in elders quorum in Nauvoo 
1841. High priest endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845. 

Blake BALDWIN. Resident of Kirtiand about 1835-1838. Received blessing 
for working on temple 1835. Ordained elder 27 Mar 1836. Ordained seventy 
Jan 1837. Received anointing in Kirtiand Temple 25 Jan 1837. Signed articles 
of Kirtiand Safety Society 1 837. 

Charles N. BALDWIN (1815-1867). Born in Wilna, Jefferson, NY. Approved 
for ordination office of elder 4 Jan 1837. Subscribed to the Kirtiand Camp 
Constitution 1 838. Living in northern MO during expulsion of Mormons 
from that state. 

Michael BARKDULL (also BarkdaU) (1798-1839). Born at Somerset Co, PA. 
Probable resident of Kirtiand 1835. Received anointing in Kirtiand Temple 26 
Mar 1836 and elder's license 23 May 1836. Died at Quincy, Adams, IL. 

William BARKER. Resident of Kirtiand 1833-1838. Received blessing for 
working on Kirtiand Temple 1835 and anointing in Lord's House 30 Apr 
1836. Shareholder in Kirtiand Safety Society 1837. 

Brotiier BARNES (possibly Lorenzo Dow BARNES) (1812-1842). Born at 
Tolland, Hampton, MA. Participated in march of Zion's Camp 1 834. 
Ordained seventy 1835. Received elder's license 31 Mar 1836. Called to serve 
in the high council at Adam-ondi-Ahman 1 837. Served many short-term 
missions 1833-1838. Expelled. Settied in Nauvoo. Instructed to leave 
immediately for mission to England 31 Aug 1841. Died while serving mission 
in Bradford, England, probably first missionary to die while serving in a 
foreign land. 



James BARNHAM (BARNUM) (cl798-?). Received anointing in Kirtiand 
Temple 16 Mar 1836. 



Jeremy BARTLETT. Bom at Simsbury, Hartford, CT. Baptized 1 836. 
Received elder's license in Kirtiand 19 Sep 1836. 

Reuben BARTON (cl812-?). Ordained elder 27 Feb 1836. Received anointing 
in Kirtiand Temple 2 Mar 1836 and elder's license in Kirtiand 31 Mar 1836. 
Ordained seventy 1837. 

Alva (also Alvah) BEMAN (also BEAMAN) (1775-1837). Born at New 
Marlboro, Berkshire, MA. Friend of Joseph Smith at time of translation of 
Book of Mormon. Conference held in his home at Avon, Livingston, NY 17 
March 1 834. While in Kirtiand, called to temporarily fill vacancy in high 
council of MO so a full quorum might participate in reception of special 
blessings in temple 13 Jan 1835. Called and ordained president of elders 
quorum 15 Jan 1836. Died in Kirtiand while serving in that capacity. 

Hiram BEMIS (or BERIS). Ordained elder 22 Oct 1837. 

Elias BENNER (?-l 838). Joined march of Zion's Camp 11 May 1834 in 
northern OH. Received elder's license at Kirtiand 31 Mar 1836. Ordained 
seventy 1836. Killed by mob at Haun's Mill. 

Asa BILLS. Ordained elder 8 Dec 1837. 

Charles BIRD (1803-1884). Born at Roxbury, Sussez, NY. Resident of 
Kirtiand 1837-1838. Ordained elder 6 Dec 1837. Signed Kirtiand Camp 
Constitution 1838. Migrated to MO. Expelled and settied in Nauvoo. Seventy 
endowed in Nauvoo Temple Jan 1 846. Died at Mention, Cache, UT. 

Isaac Hyde BISHOP (1804-?). Born at Greece, Monroe, NY. Resident of 
Kirtiand 1836-1838. Received elder's license 16 Jun 1836. Ordained seventy 
1836. Served on high council at Kirtiand 1836. Shareholder in Kirtiand Safety 
Society 1837. Called as counselor to stake president at Springfield IL 1840. 

Aseph (also Asaph) BLANCHARD (1800-1879). Born at Hamilton, Madison, 
NY. United with elders quorum of Kirtiand 24 Sep 1837. Left Kirtiand and 



traveled to MO with Kir tland Camp 1 838. Expelled. Settled in IL. Served 
mission to MI 1839. Endowed in Nauvoo Temple Feb 1846. Migrated west 
with pioneers 1 852. Died at Springville, Utah, UT. 

Walter M. BLANCHARD (1804-?). Born at Hamilton, Madison Co., NY. 
Received patriarchal blessing in Kirtland 1837. 

Newman Greenleaf BLODGETT (1800-1882). Born at Chelsea, Orange, VT. 
Resident of Kirtland about 1836-1839. Received elder's license 18 Mar 1838. 
Probably expelled from MO 1839. Moved to lA. Resident of Nauvoo early 
1840s. Died at Ogden, Weber, UT. 

Justin (also Justice) BLOOD (1807-?). Born at Orleans, Grover, VT. Signed 
Kirtland Camp Constitution 1838. Ordained elder 22 Jul 1838. MO petitioner. 

Ira BOND (1798-1887). Born at Caldwell, NJ. Converted to Mormonism by 
Joseph Young after moving to Mendon, NY. Setded in Kirdand 1834. 
Continued to live in Kirtland throughout 1840s. In 1835 received a blessing 
for working on Kirdand Temple. In 1836 called to preside over deacons 
quorum. Stockholder in Kirdand Safety Society 1 837.

Received blessing for working on Kirdand Temple 1835 and 
anointing 25 Jan 1837. Invested in Kirdand Safety Society 1837. Migrated to 
MO by 1838. Expelled. Settled in Nauvoo, IL. High Priest endowed in 
Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845. Died at Winter Quarters, NE while traveling west 
with pioneers. 



Joshua K. BOSLEY (cl810-?). Resident of Kirdand 1836-1838. Ordained 
elder 18 Mar 1836. Migrated to UT by 1850. 



WiUiam BuU BOSLEY (1818-1842). Son of Edmund Bosley. Bom at Lovinia, 
Livingston, NY. Received blessing for working on Kirtland Temple 1835 and 
elder's license 4 Apr 1836. Ordained elder and then seventy 1836. Served 
many short-term missions 1836-1839. Stockholder in Kirdand Safety Society 
1837. Moved Daviess Co, MO by 1838. Expelled. Called as president of 
Geneva (Morgan, IL) stake 1 Nov 1840. Died at Nauvoo. 

Abram (also Abraham) Dodge BOYNTON (1814/15-1865). Born at 
Newbury, Essex, MA. Baptized 1832. Ordained elder 24 Sep 1837. Signed 
Kirtland Camp Constitution 1 838. MO petitioner. Resident of Nauvoo by 
1841. Seventy endowed in Nauvoo Temple Jan 1846. Living in UT 1852. 
Probably owned first store in Bountiful, Davis, UT. 

James BRADEN (also BRADIN) (1801-1881). Born at W. Bethleham, 
Washington, PA. Received anointing in Kirdand Temple 26 Mar 1836. Five 
days later received elder's license. Expelled from MO. Died at Woodpine, 
Harrison, lA. 

Solon BRAGG. Resident of Kirdand 1837. Received anointing in temple 3 
Apr 1837. 

Richard BRASHIER (also BRASHER, BRAZIER) (1822-?). Received 
blessing for working on Kirtiand Temple 1835 and anointing in that building 
31 Mar 1837. Stockholder in Kirtiand Safety Society 1837. As elder left 
Kirtiand with Kirtiand Camp July 1 838. Left that body in Sep to stay 
temporarily with friends living at Huron, IL, a few miles west of Springfield. 
Elder endowed in Nauvoo Temple Feb 1 846. 

Zephaniah (also Ziphronia) H. BREWSTER (1797-?). Received blessing for 
working on Kirtiand Temple 1835. Signed Kirtiand Camp Constitution and 
moved to MO 1838. Migrated to UT by 1851. George Washington BROOKS 
(1808-1887). Native of Jefferson, MS. Participated in march of Zion's Camp 
1834. Ordained elder 1835. Received elder's license at Kirtiand 31 Mar 1836. 



Signed Kir tland Camp Constitution and migrated to MO 1 838. Migrated to 
UT, settling in St. George. Died in Gonzales Co, TX. 

Phineas BRONSON (cl803-?). Received anointing in Kirtiand Temple 26 
Mar 1836 and elder's license 8 Jun 1836. Lester BROOKS (1802-1878). Born 
at Lanesboro, Franklin, MA. Settied at Madison, Lake, OH. Land owner at 
Kirtiand 1837. Received anointing in Kirtiand Temple April 1837. Migrated to 
MO by 1838. Expelled. Returned to Kirtiand and resident there 1841-1843. 
Called to be councilor in state presidency serving with President Almon W. 
Babbitt and councHor Zebedee Coltrin 22 May 184L 1842-1 843 (???). Died at 
Buffalo, NY. 

Albert BROWN (1807-1901). Born at Windsor, Hartford, CT. Ordained elder 
25 Jan 1 836. Received elder's license at Kirtiand 5 Apr 1 836. Following 
marriage at Kirtiand 1839, moved to Nauvoo. High priest endowed in 
Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845. Migrated west with pioneers, remaining in lA for 
several years during that long trek. Died at Salt Lake City, UT. 

Benjamin BROWN (1794-1878). Born at Queensbury, Washington Co. NY. 
Resident of Kirtiand 1836-1838. Served mission to NY and Canada 1836. 
Ordained seventy Feb 1837. Migrated to MO. Expelled. High priest endowed 
in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1 845. Migrated west with pioneers. Bishop of fourth 
ward in Salt Lake City, UT and died in that city. 

Norman BUELL (1805-1872). Born at Lorraine, Jefferson, NY. Baptized and 
received patriarchal blessing 1836. 

Thomas BURDICK (1795-?). Native of Canajorharie, Montgomery, NY. 
Received blessing for working on temple 1835, an anointing in temple 1 Jan 
1836 and elder's license 16 Apr 1836. Called to serve as treasurer of elders 
quorum 9 Nov 1836. Personal property tax payer in Kirtiand 1842-1845. 

Harrison BURGESS (1814-1883). Native of Putnam, Washington, NY. 
Participated in march of Zion's Camp. Resident of Kirtiand 1834-1838. 



Served mission to OH 1836. As seventy signed Kirtland Camp Constitution 
1838. Settled in IL. Crossed plains and died at Pine Valley, Washington, UT. 

George BURKET (also BURKETI) (1788-1871). Born at Bedford, Bedford 
Co. PA. Baptized 1831. Moved to Jackson Co, MO in early 1830s. Expelled 
by mobs. Setded in Clay Co. Received into elders quorum and anointing in 
Kirdand Temple 14 Apr 1836. Received elder's license 18 Apr 1836. Moved 
to Caldwell Co, MO by 1838. Resident of Nauvoo. High priest endowed in 
Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845. Died at Eden, Weber Co, UT. 

Josiah BUTTERFIELD (1795-1871). Born at Dunstable, Middlesex Co, MA. 
Baptized 1833. Moved to Kirtland about 1834. Served mission to ME and VT 
1834, 1836. Received blessing 1835 for working on temple, anointing 1 Jan 
1836, and elder's license 4 Apr 1836. Approved for ordination to office of 
elder 28 Dec 1 836. Ordained seventy 1 836. Stockholder in Kirdand Safety 
Society. Ordained president of First Quorum of Seventy 6 April 1837 and 
served on high council of Kirdand in that same year. After moving to MO 
and subsequendy to IL, served as mission president in MA 1844. 
Excommunicated 7 Oct 1844. Rebaptized. High priest endowed in Nauvoo 
Temple Jan 1846. Remained in midwest during 1850s. Baptized member of 
Reorganized Church 1865. Died at Watsonville, Santa Cruz Co, CA. 

Thomas Jefferson BUTTERFIELD (1811-1890). Born at Farmington, 
Kennebec Co, ME. Shortiy after joining Church 1835, moved to Kirdand. 
Received special blessing in temple. Ordained seventy 1838. Traveled west 
with Kirdand Camp and settied in Daviess Co, MO 1 838. Expelled. Located 
about three miles west of Nauvoo. Migrated across plains, arriving in Salt 
Lake Valley 1848. One of first setders of Fort Herriman, Salt Lake, UT. 
Resided there until death. 

William Farrington CAHOON (1813-1893). Son of Reynolds Cahoon. Born 
at Harpersfield, Astabula Co, OH. Participated in march of Zion's Camp 
1834. Ordained into first quorum of seventy 1835. Received blessing for 
working on Kirdand Temple 1835 and elder's license 20 May 1836. 
Stockholder in Kirdand Safety Society 1 837. Joined other Latter-day Saints as 



they moved to MO and IL. Seventy endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845. 
Died at Salt Lake City, UT. 



Anson CALL (1810-1890). Born at Fletcher, Franklin Co, VT. Land owner in 
Kirdand 1837-1838. Ordained elder 8 Oct 1837. As seventy traveling west 
with Kirtland Camp 1838. Beaten by mobsters in MO. Expelled. Setded in IL. 
High priest endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845. Died at Bountiful, Davis 
Co, UT. 

Samuel CANFIELD. Moved to Kirdand about 1834. Received blessing for 
working on Kirdand Temple 1835. Received anointing in temple 25 Jan 1836. 
Stockholder in Kirdand Safety Society. Apparentiy did emigrate from Kirtiand 
with most Saints 1838. Resident of Kirtiand 1840-1841. 

John Button CARPENTER (1810-1880). Born at Adams, Jefferson Co, NY. 
Participated in march of Zion's Camp 1834. Received anointing in Kirtiand 
Temple 3 Apr 1837. Stockholder in Kirdand Safety Society 1837. Migrated to 
MO about 1838. Expelled. Returned to Kirtiand. Resident tax payer in that 
community 1843. Endowed in Nauvoo Temple 1846. 

Daniel CARTER (1804-1887). Native of Benson, Rutiand Co, VT. Land 
owner at Kirtiand 1837. Migrated to Daviess Co, MO by 1838. Expelled. 
Settied in L\, across from Nauvoo. Migrated west with pioneers. Died at 
Bountiful, Davis Co, UT. 

Luman CARTER (1795-?). Born at Benson, Rutiand Co, VT.. Moved to 
Kirtiand about 1834 and continued to reside in that community until after 
1850. Received blessing for working on Kirtiand Temple 1835. Taught "vocal 
music" in temple 1837. One of original shareholders in Kirtiand Safety 
Society. 

William CARTER (cl798-cl884). Probably born in OH. Probably baptized 
and ordained elder before June 1831. Served mission to MO 1831. Received 
blessing for working on Kirtiand Temple 1835. Ordained elder 8 Oct 1837. 



Jacob CHAPMAN. Participated in march of Zion's Camp 1 834. Ordained 
seventy 1835. Received elder's license 31 April 1836. Migrated to MO by 
1838. Expelled. Returned to Kirtiand. 

Alexander CHENEY. Served as scribe in elders quorum Jan-Feb 1838.

Resident of Kirtiand about 1836-1838. Stockholder in Kirtiand Safety Society 
1837. Moved to MO with members of Kirtiand Camp 1838. Expelled. Settied 
in Nauvoo. Seventy endowed in Nauvoo Temple Jan 1846. Died at 
Centerville, Davis Co, UT. 

Orin CHENEY. Resident of Kirtiand 1837-1838. Ordained elder 22 Oct 
1837. Migrated to MO with Kirtiand Camp 1838. 

Rodman CLARK. Ordained elder 22 Jan 1838. Ordained seventy 1837. 
Presented claims against MO. Resided in Nauvoo 1841-1847. 

WiUiam Oglesby CLARK (1817-1912). Son of Timotiiy B. Clark. Born at 
Madison, Jefferson, IN. Received into elders quorum 14 Apr 1836. Received 
anointing in Kirtiand Temple 14 Apr 1836 and elder's license 22 Apr 1836. 
Moved to Clay Co, MO mid-1 830s. Resided in CaldweU Co. late 1830s. 
Expelled. Lived in IL early 1 840s. Seventy endowed in Nauvoo Temple Jan 
1846. 

Isaac CLEAVELAND (1780-1860). Born at Watertown, Jefferson Co, NY. 
Received blessing for working on Kirtiand Temple 1835. Shareholder in 
Kirtiand Safety Society 1837. Ordained elder 8 Oct 1837. Migrated to MO 
about 1838. Expelled. Moved to Nauvoo. Served mission in IL 1839. Died at 
Sullivan, Ashland Co, OH. 



David CLOUGH (also CLUFF) (1795-1881). Bom at Nottingham, 
Rockingham Co, NH. Migrated from Durham, New Hampshire to 
WiUoughby, OH about 1831. After residing in that community for several 
years moved to Kirtland. Received blessing for working on Kirtiand Temple 
1835, anointing in Lord's House 2 Mar 1836, and elder's license 21 May 1836. 
Ordained elder 28 Feb 1836. Ordained seventy Dec 1836. Stockholder in 
Kirtiand Safety Society 1837. Resident of Nauvoo 1841-1846. Migrated west 
with Mormon pioneers. Died at Central, Graham Co, AZ. 

Joseph COE (1785-?). Probably born in NJ. Baptized and ordained elder 
before Jun 1831. Served missions to MO and NY 1831. Moved to Kirtiand 
about 1832. Ordained high priest by Joseph Smith 1 October 1832. Assisted 
in laying foundation stones for Kirtiand Temple. Received blessing for 
working on that building 1835. After being excommunicated Dec 1838, 
continued to live in Kirtiand. Died in that community. 

Zera Smith COLE (1805-1886). Native of Middlebury, Addison Co, VT. 
Participated in march of Zion's Camp 1834. Ordained seventy 1835. MO 
petitioner. Died at Salt Lake City, UT. 

Zebedee COLTRIN (1804-1887). Born at Ovid, Seneca Co, NY. Joined 
restored Church Jan 1831. Ordained high priest 17 Jul 1832. Attended school 
of prophets at Kirtiand 1833. Served many short-term missions 1833. 
Participated in march of Zion's Camp 1834. Ordained president of First 
Quorum of Seventy 1835. Released from that calling 1837. Stockholder in 
Kirtiand Safety Society 1 837. After migrating to Nauvoo 1 839, returned to 
Kirtiand. Sustained as counselor in Kirtiand Stake presidency 22 May 1841. 
Returned to Nauvoo about 1842. High priest endowed in Nauvoo Temple 
Dec 1845. Died at Spanish Fork, Utah Co, UT. 

Giles COOK. Resident of Kirtiand from about 1834 through 1837. Received 
blessing for working on Kirtiand Temple 1835. Ordained seventy 1836.

Resident of Kirdand about 1837-1838. Shareholder in Kirtland Safety Society 
1837. Migrated to MO by 1838. Expelled. Helped build Nauvoo. High priest 
endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845. Died at Richfield, Sevier, UT. 

Joseph COOPER. Received elder's license at Kirtland 21 May 1836. Moved 
to northern MO by 1838. Expelled. 

J. or I. CORKINS (possibly Israel Caulkins) (1766-?). Born in Dutchess Co, 
NY. Received patriarchal blessing in Kirtiand. 

Oliver COWDERY (1806-1850). Born at Wells, Rutland Co, VT. After 
meeting Joseph Smith 1829, assisted in translation of Book of Mormon. 
Received Aaronic and Melchizedek priesthoods with Prophet 1 829. One of 
three witnesses to Book of Mormon. Served mission to MO 1831 and to 
eastern states 1836. Received keys of priesthood in Kirtiand Temple 1836. 
After eruption of persecution in Jackson Co, MO 1 833, returned to Kirtiand 
and appointed to direct printing office. Ordained Assistant President of the 
Church 1 834. Excommunicated after moving to MO 1 838. Rebaptized at 
Kanesville, Iowa 1848. Died at Richmond, Ray Co, MO. 

Warren A. COWDERY (1788-1851). Older brother of Oliver. Born at 
Poultney, Rutiand, VT, where he practiced medicine. Baptized before Nov 
1831 and appointed presiding high priest of Freedom, NY 1834. After 
moving to Kirtland 1836, succeeded Oliver as editor of Latter-day Saints' 
Messenger and Advocate and served as Joseph Smith's scribe. Served on high 
council of Kirtiand 1837. Left Church 1838. Although lived in northern MO 
for a brief period, returned to Kirtiand until death. 



Jonathan CROSBY (1807-1892). Bom at WendeU, Franklin, MA. Moved to 
Kiftland about 1836. Ordained elder 27 Mar 1836. Ordained seventy 1836. 
Migrated with members of Kirdand Camp to MO 1838. Expelled. Moved to 
Nauvoo. Seventy endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1 845. Died in Beaver, 
Beaver, UT. 

Robert CULVERSON (also Ciolbertson). Received anointing in Kirtland 
Temple 25 Jan 1836. Ordained seventy 1836. Moved to Caldwell Co, MO by 

1838. ExpeUed. Resident of Nauvoo by 1842. 

Lyman CURTIS (1812-1898). Born at New Salem, FrankHn, MA. Participated 
in march of Zion's Camp 1834. Resident of Kirtiand by 1836. Received 
anointing in Lord's House 30 Apr 1 836 and elder's license 26 Apr 1 836. 
Migrated to Caldwell Co, MO by 1838. Expelled. Settled in Nauvoo. 
Endowed in Nauvoo Temple Feb 1 846. Died at Salem, Utah, UT. 

Alpheus CUTLER (1784-1864). Born at Plainfield, Cheshire, NH. Baptized

Born at Reading, 
Middlesex, MA. Approved for ordination office of elder 28 Dec 1836. 
Shareholder in Kirtland Safety Society 1837. Served as missionary in NC 

1839. M. C. DAVIS (probably Maleum C. or Marvel Chapin DAVIS) 
(1801-1877). Born at Wardsboro, Windham, VT. Moved to Kirtiand 1833. 
Received blessing for working on temple 1835 and anointing in that temple 30

1837. Signed articles of incorporation of Kirtiand Safety Society 1837. 

Rufus FISHER (1804-?). Born at Palmer, Hamblin, MA. Baptized 1832. 
Ordained elder 27 March 1836. Received elder's license in Kirdand 14 Apr 
1836. Ordained seventy 1836. Resident of northern MO late 1830s. Lived in 
Nauvoo early 1840s. High priest endowed in Nauvoo Temple Jan 1846. 
Resident of SpringviUe, Utah, UT by 1860. 



Thomas (G. or J.) FISHER. Probable resident of Kirtland 1835-1838. 
Received blessing for working on Kirtland Temple 1835. Ordained elder 26 
Feb 1 838. Signed Kirtland Camp Constitution and migrated to northern MO 
1838. Expelled. Married Jane Nyman at Nauvoo, IL 1844. 

Hezekiah FISK. Participated in march of Zion's Camp 1834. Resident of 
Kirdand 1836-1838. Received anointing in Kirdand Temple 25 Jan 1836. 
Received approval to be ordained an elder 28 Dec 1836. Called to serve as 
first counselor in elders quorum presidency 8 Jul 1 838. Probably died at 
Nauvoo, IL. 

Ira FISK (1801-1868). Son of Hezekiah Fisk. Born at Coventry, Kent, RI. 
Baptized 1833. Resident of Kirtiand 1840-1845. Died at Kaysville, Salt Lake, 
UT. 



Sterry FISK (1797-1839). Son of Hezekiah Fisk. Born at Chautauqua Co, NY. 
Lived in Kirtland about 1835-1838. Received blessing for working on Kirtiand 
Temple 1835. Ordained elder 26 Jan 1836. Shareholder in Kirtiand Safety 
Society 1837. Died at Nauvoo, IL. 

King FOLLETT (1788-1844). Born at Winchester, Cheshire, NH. Moved to 
St. Lawrence Co, NY. Lived at Shalersville, Portage, OH during early 1 820s. 
Baptized spring 1831 while living in St. Lawrence Co, NY. Moved to Jackson 
Co, MO by 1833. Driven out by mobs. Resident of Clay Co 1833-1836. 
Visited Kirtiand where he received anointing in temple 25 Jan 1836 and 
elder's license 31 Mar 1836. Ordained seventy 1836. Lived in northern MO 
1837-1838. Imprisoned and driven from the state. Died while living at 
Nauvoo, IL. StiU remembered for funeral oration delivered by Joseph Smith. 

Elijah FORDHAM (1798-1879). Native of New York City, NY. Participated 
in march of Zion's Camp 1834. Received elder's license in Kirtiand 1 Apr 
1836. Ordained seventy 1836. Expelled from northern MO late 1830s. Healed 
by Joseph Smith after settling in lA, across from Nauvoo. Later called to 
serve in high council in lA. High priest endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 
1845. Died at WeUsviUe, Cache, UT. 



Henry FOSMIRE. Resident of Kirtland 1841-1850. 



James FOSTER (1775-1841). Native of HiUsboro Co, NH. Participated in 
march of Zion's Camp 1834. Resident of Kirtiand 1836-1838. Received 
anointing in Kirtiand Temple 30 Jan 1836 and elder's license 9 May 1836. 
Ordained seventy 1836. Ordained one of presidents of First Quorum of 
Seventy 6 Apr 1837 and was simultaneously a temporary member of Kirtiand 
high Council. One of leaders of Kirtiand Camp during trek to MO 1838. 
Settied in De Witt, Carroll, MO. Died shortiy after being driven from that 
state at Jacksonville, Morgan, IL. 

Samuel FOWLER (1790-?). Born at WiUiamstown, New London, CT. 
Resident of Kirtiand about 1836-1838. Ordained elder 22 Jan 1838. Signed 
Kirtiand Camp Constitution 1 838. Migrated to western MO 1 838. Expelled. 

Settied in IL. Called as stake president of Geneva (IL) stake 1 Nov 1 840. High 
priest endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1 845. 

E. Samuel FRANKLIN. Ordained elder 24 Sep 1837. 

Solomon FREEMAN (1790-?). Born at Granville, Hampshire, MA. Baptized 
1834. Resident of Kirtiand 1837-1838. Received anointing in Kirtiand Temple 
3 Mar 1837. Possibly Uving in UT 1860. 

David FULLMER (1803-1879). Born at ChiUisquaque, Nortiiumberland, PA. 
Moved to Richmond, OH 1835. Baptized 1836. Moved to Kirtiand about 
1836. Ordained elder 22 Feb 1837. Moved to CaldweU Co, MO Sep 1837. 

Expelled. Settied in Nauvoo. Served on high council and was member of city 
council in Nauvoo. Crossed plains. Served as president of Salt Lake Stake, 
member of the legislature of the Territorial government of UT, and treasurer 
of Salt Lake City. Died at Salt Lake City, UT. 

Moses GARDNER (1794-1852.) Native of Hanover, Morris, NJ. Lived there 
until after 1 840. Received anointing in Kirtiand Temple 2 Mar 1 836 and 
elder's license 31 Mar 1836. 



Henry GARRETT (1782-1862). Bom in Laurens Co, SC. Resident of Kirtland 
1836-1838. Shareholder in Kirtland Safety Society 1837. Died at Jefferson, 
Cass, IN. 

John GAYLORD (1797-1878). Born at Luzern Co, PA. Resident of Kirdand 
1836-1838. Ordained seventy 20 Dec 1836. Set apart as one of the First Seven 
Presidents 6 Apr 1837. Excommunicated 13 Jan 1838. Rejoined Church at 
Nauvoo 5 Oct 1839. Returned to Kirdand March 1840. Called to serve as 
clerk pro tern of elders quorum. Seventy endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 
1845. 

Salmon GEE (1792-1845). Born at Lyme, New London, CT. Baptized 1832. 
Resident of Madison, OH during most of 1 830s. Made frequent trips to 
Kirdand while Hving near that town. Taxpayer and land owner in Kirdand 
1835-1839. Received blessing for working on temple 1835. Secured anointing, 
elder's license, and chosen member of second quorum of seventy 1836. 
Shareholder in Kirtland Safety Society 1937. Set apart as one of the First 
Seven Presidents of Seventies. Fellowship was withdrawn 6 Mar 1838. 
Resident of Kirdand 1840. Died at Ambrosia, Lee, lA. 

Benjamin GIFFORD. Participated in march of Zion's Camp 1834. Received 
blessing at Kirdand 1835. Ordained elder 25 Jan 1836. 

Truman GILLETT (also GILLET), Jr. (1811-?). Probably born at Schuyler, 
Herkimer, NY. Ordained elder 30 Apr 1836. Received elder's license at 
Kirdand 23 May 1836. Probable resident of Nauvoo about 1842-1846. 
Seventy endowed in Nauvoo Temple Jan 1 846. 

Dean C. GOULD. A non-Mormon participant in march of Zion's Camp. 
Baptized 13 Jun 1834 during last phase of march west. Ordained elder 26 Jan 
1836. Secured elder's license at Kirdand 5 Apr 1836. 

John GOULD (1808-1851). Native of Ontario Co, Canada. CaUed to travel to 
Jackson Co, MO 1833 with Orson Hyde to inform Church leaders that they 



should seek redress by law. Expelled 1833. Missionary seeking volunteers for 
Zion's Camp. Resident of Kirtland 1836-1838. Received anointing in temple, 
elder's license, and ordained seventy 1 836. Ordained President of First 

Quorum of Seventy 6 Apr 1837. Dropped from that position 3 Sep 1838 and 
reinstated that same year. Lived in Nauvoo early 1 840s. Seventy endowed in 
Nauvoo Temple Feb 1 846. Died at Cooley's Mill, Pottawattamie, lA. 

William GOULD (1808-?). Native of Rockingham, Windham, VT. Resident 
of Kirdand 1836-1838. Ordained elder 27 March 1836. Received elders' 
license 28 Mar 1836. Ordained seventy 1836. Moved to MO by 1838. 
Expelled. Probably settled in XL. High priest endowed in Nauvoo Temple Feb 
1846. Migrated to UT by 1851. 

OHver GRANGER (1794-1841). Born at Rutiand, Rutland, VT. Moved to 
Portage, Alleghany, NY before 1 838. Served mission to eastern United States 
1834, 1838 and 1839. Resident of Kirdand about 1835-1838. Received 
anointing in temple (30 Jan), elder's license (29 Apr) and ordained high priest 
(29 Apr) 1836. Called to serve in high council of Kirtland 1837. Moved to Far 
West, MO 1838. Called by revelation (8 Jul 1838) to return to Kirdand as 
Prophet's attorney-in-fact to conduct Church business. Returned to Far West 
October 1 838 and was precluded from continuing program of settiing Church 
business at Kirdand by extermination order. After serving as Church land 
agent, acquiring property in Lee Co, lA for the Saints, called by Joseph Smith 
to be president of church in Kirdand and continue program of settling 
Church financial affairs there 1839.. Died at Kirtiand while engaged in this 
work. 

Charles GREEN (probably Charles Lamone Green (1802-1879). Born at 
Otsega, Otsego, NY. Lived at Fort Wayne, AUen, IN during most of 1 830s 
and early 1840s. Ordained elder 22 Jul 1838. Seventy endowed in Nauvoo 
Temple Feb 1846. Died at Rabbit Valley, Wayne, UT. 

Harvey GREEN (1806-1875). Born at Lake Pleasant, NY. Served mission to 
IL 1834. Anointed in Kirtiand Temple and received into elders quorum 14 



Apr 1836. Living at Far West, MO 1838. Expelled. Settled at Nauvoo. 
Migrated to UT 1848. Died at Sacramento, CA. 

Thomas GREEN. Possibly born at Cheshire, England 1802. Sustained as 
second councilor in Kirdand elders quorum 11 Nov 1838. Might have lived 
temporarily at Kirdand, then moved to Nauvoo. High priest endowed in 
Nauvoo Temple Jan 1846. Resident of Cache Co, UT by 1860. 

Robert GREENALGH (also GREENALPH). Dismissed from Kirdand 
elders quorum 2 Jul 1 841 . 

Addison GREENE (1819-1892). Son of John P. Greene. Born at BrownsviUe, 
Jefferson, NY. Participated in march of Zion's Camp 1834. Ordained elder 25 
Jan 1836. Resident of northern MO late 1830s. Died at Newbern, Jersey, IL. 

Evan Melbourne GREENE (1814-1882). Son of John P. Greene. Born at 
Aurelius, Cayuga, NY. Served as missionary in ME 1834. Resident of Kirdand 
1835-1838. Served as clerk of elder's quorum 1836-1837. Lived at Glasgow 
and Nauvoo, IL during early 1 840s. High priest endowed in Nauvoo Temple 
Dec 1845. Died at Sevier Co, UT. 

John GRIBBLE (1788-1874). Native of Perdi, Quebec, Canada. Baptized 
1836. Resident of Kirdand 1838. Signed Kirdand Camp Constitution 1838. 
Endowed in Nauvoo Temple 1 846. Died at Payson, Utah, UT. 

Judah GRIFFITH. Received anointing in Kirtiand Temple 26 Mar 1836. 

Selah J. GRIFFIN (1799-?). Native of Redding, Fairfield, CT. Resident of 
Kirdand before 1827. Baptized at Kirtiand before Jun 1831. Missionary to 
western MO 1831. Moved to Jackson Co. Served mission to northwestern 
states (??). Driven out by mobs Nov 1833. Moved to Clay Co. Visited 
Kirtiand 1835-1836. Received anointing and elder's license in Kirtiand 1836. 
Ordained seventy 1836. Returned to MO. Living in Caldwell Co. at time of 
expulsion. Moved to Knox Co, IL 1 840. Did not migrate west with Mormon 
pioneers. 



EUsha Hufd GROVES (1797-1867). Bom at Madison Co, KY. Baptized 
1832. Served many short-term missions 1833-1839, specifically IL. 
Participated in march of Zion's Camp 1934. Ordained high priest in Clay Co, 
MO 1834. Sustained member of Far West high council 1838. Died in 
Washington Co, UT. 

Samuel HALE (1798-1838/39). Born at Oneida, Madison, NY. Rejected for 
ordination to office of elder 1836. Resident of Kirdand about 1837-1838. 
Shareholder in Kirtland Safety Society 1 837. As teacher signed Kirtland Camp 
Constitution 1 838. Died at Springfield, Sangamon, IL. 

John HAMMOND (1795-1859). Born at Chelmsford, Essex, England. 
During late 1 820s and early 1 830s, resided at Malone, Franklin, NY. Resident 
of Kirtland 1837-1838. Ordained elder 22 Oct 1837. Traveled with Kirtland 
Camp 1838. Elder endowed in Nauvoo Temple Feb 1846. Died at South 
Cottonwood, Salt Lake, UT. 

Jonathan HAMPTON (1811-1844). Native of Gwillinburg, Ontario, Canada. 
Resident of Kirdand 1836-1838. Ordained elder 27 Mar 1836. Ordained 
seventy 1836. Setded in northern MO 1838. Expelled. Died at Nauvoo, IL. 

Paul HARRIS. Ordained elder from office of priest 5 Sep 1841. 

WiUiam HARRIS (1803-?). Native of Nova Scotia, Canada. Received 
anointing in Kirdand Temple 30 Apr 1 836 and elder's license 27 Apr 1 836. 
Resident of Far West, MO 1838. Expelled. Living at Nauvoo 1843. 

Elias HART (1804-1846/50). Born in Canada. Resident of Kirdand about 
1831-1838. Moved to IL 1839. Resident of Pike Co. (WFIAT STATE??) 
1841-1845. Died while crossing plains to UT. 

Joel HARVEY (1779-?). Born at Westminster, Worchester, MA. Ordained 
elder 29 Oct 1837. Signed Kirdand Camp Constitution and migrated west 
with that group but left before this group reached Far West, MO. 



Ezra HAYES (1800-1844). Bom at Burton, Geauga, OH. Resident of Burton 
until after 1832. Died in IL. 



Thomas HAYES (also HEYES) (cl 81 7-1 846). Not the Thomas Hayes who 
participated in march of Zion's Camp. Ordained elder 25 Jan 1836. Expelled 
from MO 1838-1839. Probably died at Mt. Pisgah, lA while crossing plains to 
Great Basin. 

Arnold HEALY. Ordained elder 22 Oct 1837. Shareholder in Kirtland Safety 
Society 1 837. Signed Kirtland Camp Constitution 1 838. 

Reuben HEDLOCK (also HEADLOCK and HADLOCK). Resident of 
Kirtland 1836-1838. Received elder's Ucense 1 Apr 1836. On 27 Nov 1837 
called to serve as president of elders quorum in place of deceased Alvah 
Beman. Released as president and moved to MO with Kirdand Camp 1838. 
Resident of Nauvoo during early 1840s. Served as president of British mission 
1843-1845. 

Stephen HEDLOCK (also HEADLOCK and HADLOCK) (1790-1847). 
Native of Weare, Hillsboro, NH. Resident of Kirtland 1836-1838. Ordained 
elder 22 Oct 1837. Traveled to MO with Kirtland Camp 1838. Died at 
Council Bluffs, L\ while traveling west with other Mormon pioneers. 

Mayhew (also Mathew) HILLMAN (1793-1839). Born at Chilmark, Dukes, 
MA. Resident of Kirtland 1834-1838. Ordained elder 29 Apr 1836 after 
serving as president of teachers quorum. Received elder's license at Kirtland 2 
Aug 1836. Served on Kirtland High Council 1837. After migrating to western 
MO, served on high council at Adam-ondi-ahman 1838. Died at Nauvoo, IL. 

Harmon H. HILLS. Ordained elder 28 Dec 1836. Ordained seventy 1839. 

Otis HOBART. Sustained as councilor in elders quorum 11 Nov 1840. Also 
served as clerk for quorum. Resident of Kirtiand 1 841 . 



Lehasha (also Lahasa) HOLLISTER. Received elder's license at Kirtland 1 8 
Jun 1836. Resident of Kirtiand 1840s. 

David HOLMAN (1808-?). Native of Templeton, Worcester, MA. Approved 
to be ordained elder 1 Mar 1837. Ordained seventy 30 Jul 1837. Persecuted in 
Caldwell Co, MO 1838. Home in IL destroyed by mobs 1843. Seventy 
endowed in Nauvoo Temple Jan 1 846. 

James Sawyer HOLMAN (1805-1873). Born at Templeton, Worchester, MA. 
Resided at Kirtland 1837-1838. Approved to be ordained elder 8 Feb 1837. 
As seventy moved to northern MO with Kirtland Camp 1 838. High priest 
endowed in Nauvoo Temple Jan 1 846. Died at Holden, Millard, UT. 

Joshua Sawyer HOLMAN (1794-1846). Born at Tempelton, Worcester, MA. 
Lived in NY during most of 1820s and early 1830s. Resident of Kirtland 
1836-1838. Received anointing in Kirdand Temple 26 Mar 1836. Moved to 
northern MO by 1838. Expelled. High priest endowed in Nauvoo Temple 
Dec 1845. Died at Winter Quarters, Douglas, NE while crossing plains. 

Richard HOWARD (cl814-?). Native of Royalton, Windsor, VT. Received 
anointing in Kirdand Temple 26 Mar 1836 and elder's license 31 Mar 1836. 
Moved to Caldwell Co, MO by 1838. Expelled. Called to serve on the High 
Council in lA Territory Oct 1 839. 

Isaac HUBBARD. Resident of Kirtland 1835-1838. Received blessing for 
working on Kirtland Temple 1835. Ordained elder 8 Oct 1837. Signed articles 
of Kirtland Safety Society 1 837. 

William F. HUNTINGTON (1784-1846). Born at New Grantham, Chesire, 
NH. Converted to Mormonism 1835 while living in NY. Resident of Kirdand 
1836-1838. Received elder's license 7 Jun 1836 and anointing 4 Apr 1837. 
Stockholder in Kirtland Safety Society 1837. Moved to Adam-ondi-Ahman, 
Daviess, MO 1838. Among first Mormon families to settie in Commerce 
(Nauvoo). Served on High Council in that community. Died at Pisgah, 
Harrison, lA. Heman T. HYDE (1788-1867). Native of Manchester, 



Bennington, VT. Participated in march of Zion's Camp 1 834. Served mission 
to northern states 1834. Resident of Kirtiand 1835-1838. Called as member of 
First Quorum of Seventy 1835. Resident of MO by 1838. Expelled. Moved to 
lA. High Priest endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845. Died at Salt Lake 
City, UT. 

Amos JACKSON. Resident of Kirdand 1837-1838. Ordained elder 22 Jan 
1838. As seventy signing Kirtiand Camp Constitution 1838. Migrated to 
western MO 1838. Living in lA 1848. 

Daniel S.JACKSON (1814-1898). Native of Butternut, Otsego, NY. Baptized 
1836. Resident of Kirtiand 1835-1838. Received elder's Hcense 31 Mar 1836. 
Called as member of Third Quorum of Seventy Jun 1837. Moved to Davis 
Co, MO by 1 838. Expelled. Settied in lA. Seventy endowed in Nauvoo 
Temple Dec 1845. 

Truman JACKSON (cl802-?). Ordained elder 27 Feb 1836. Received 
anointing in Kirdand 2 Mar 1836 and elder's license 19 Apr 1836. Called as 
member of Third Quorum of Seventy Jun 1837. 

George Fitch JAMES (1797-1864). Born in MA. Resident of OH 1820. 
Baptized Jun 1 831 . Ordained elder 1 8 Nov 1 831 . Received anointing in 
Kirtiand Temple 26 Mar 1 836. Died at Brownhelm, Lorain, OH. 

Aaron JOHNSON (1806-1877). Native of Haddam, Middlesex, CT. 
Following baptism 1836, moved to Kirtiand. Resided there 1837-1838. 
Ordained elder 8 Oct 1 837. Signed Kirtiand Camp Constitution and migrated 
to MO 1838. Expelled. Moved to Nauvoo. Served on High Council there and 
was lieutenant in Nauvoo Legion. Headed company of Saints west, arriving in 
UT 1850. One of first settiers of Springville and served as first bishop in that 
settiement. Died at Springville, Utah, UT. 

Joel Hills JOHNSON (1802-1882) Born at Grafton, Worchester, MA. 
Baptized 1831. Resided at Kirtiand 1832-1838. Served many short-term 
missions to OH and NY 1831-1835. Received anointing 30 Jan, elder's license 



30 Mar, and ordained seventy 1836. Migrated to MO 1838. Expelled. Settled 
at Ramus, IL where he served as president of short-lived Ramus Stake. High 
priest endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1 845. Migrated to UT 1 848. Died at 
Johnson, Kane, UT. 

Hiram KELLOGG (1793-1846). Born at Barkhamstead, Litchfield, CT. Prior 
to his conversion, resided at Sparta, Livingston, NY. Received elder's license 
at Kirdand 6 Jul 1836 and anointing 31 March 1837. Stockholder in Kirtiand 
Safety Society 1837. Called as president of high priests quorum in Kirtiand 
Jun 1838. Continued to live at Kirtiand until his death. 

Easton KELSEY (1813-1899). Native of New Lisbon, Otsego, N.Y. Probable 
resident of Kirtiand 1836-1838. Ordained elder 28 Dec 1836. Seventy 
endowed in Nauvoo Temple Jan 1 846. Buried at St. George, Washington, UT. 

Joseph A. KLLTING (1811-?). Native of Philadelphia, PA. Resident and 
deputy sheriff of Hancock Co, IL early 1840s. High priest endowed in 
Nauvoo Temple Jan 1 846. 

Benjamin KEMPTON (1814-?). Born in Kennebec Co, MO. Resident of 
Kirtiand 1837-1838. Ordained elder 24 Sep 1837. Shareholder in Kirtiand 
Safety Society 1837. 

Thomas KERR (1816-?). Seventy endowed in Nauvoo Temple Jan 1846. 

Eleazer KING (1784-1854). Born at Williamstown, Berkshire, MA. Prior to 
conversion to Mormonism, lived at Sunderland, Bennington, VT. Resident of 
Kirtiand 1836-1838. Ordained elder 24 Sep 1837. High priest endowed in 
Nauvoo Temple Jan 1846. Died at Spring City, Sanpete, UT. 

Lorenzo Don KING (1816-1839). Son of Eleazer. Born at Sunderland, 
Bennington, VT. Approved to be ordained elder 28 Dec 1836. 



John KNAPP (cl797-?). Bom in Portage Co, NY. Received elder's license at 
Kirtland 12 Apr 1836. Resident of Kirtland 1830s and early 1840s. CaUed to 
organize branch of Church at Nelson, Portage, OH, Oct 1 841 . 

Flueling (Flewellin) KNAPP (1815-?). Born at Chaester, Washington, NY. 
Resident of Kirdand 1841-1843. Endowed in Nauvoo Temple February 1846. 

Jeremiah KNIGHT. Ordained elder 22 Jul 1838. Appointed by conference 
held at Kirtland October 1 841 to organize branch of Church at Andover, 
Ashtabula, OH. 

Newel K. KNIGHT (1800-1847). Native of Marlboro, Windham, VT. Moved 
with his family to Colesville, NY about 1811. One of first to be baptized into 
the restored Church. Served mission to western NY 1830-1831. Moved to 
Thompson, OH May 1831. Led Colesville Branch to Jackson Co, MO 
summer 1831. Ordained high priest before 3 July 1832. Driven from Jackson 
Co, 1833. Setded in Clay Co. where he was appointed member of high council 
July 1834. Arrived in Kirtland spring 1835 and participated in dedication of 
Kirdand Temple. Received elder's license there 30 Mar 1836. Returned to 
MO, arriving May 1836. Ordained elder 24 Sep 1837. Appointed to high 
council in Far West and moved to Nauvoo in 1839. Served on Nauvoo high 
council. Left Nauvoo with Saints 1 846. Died in Knox Co, NE. 

Lorenzo (or Alonzo) D. LaBARON (or L. BARON, LeBARON) (cl819-?). 
Possibly born at Le Roy, Genesee, NY. Ordained elder 11 Jan 1837. Ordained 
seventy 1839. Seventy endowed in Nauvoo Temple Jan 1846. Resident of 
Springville, Utah, UT by 1860. 

James LAKE (1790-1874). Native of White Creek, Rensselaer, NY. During 
his boyhood days, his parents moved to Canada. After baptism, moved to 
Kirdand where he was resident about 1834-1838. Received blessing for 
assisting in building Kirtland Temple 1835 and anointing 30 April 1836. 
Moved to Scott Co, IL 1838. Lived in Nauvoo early 1840s. Elder endowed in 
Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845.

1837-1838. Received anointing 31 March 1837. Moved to northern MO by 
1838. Expelled. Called to be stake president at Mount Hope, IL. High priest 
endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845. Died at Cedar City, Iron, UT. 

Andrew Losey LAMOREAUX (1812-1855). Born at Pickering, York, 
Ontario, Canada. Baptized in Canada. Migrated to Kirtland where he lived 
briefly 1838. As elder signed Kirtland Camp Constitution and moved to MO 
1838. Expelled. Moved to Nauvoo. Served mission 1839. High priest 
endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845. Served as president of French 
Mission 1853-1855. Died at St. Louis, St. Louis, MO, while returning from 
this mission. 

John LAMOREAUX. Ordained elder 26 Feb 1838. 

John McCord LAMOREAUX (1779-1849). Native of PhiHpstown, Putnam, 
NY. Prior to conversion to Mormonism, lived in Scarborough, Ontario, 
Canada. Probable resident of Kirdand 1835-1838. As elder migrated to MO 
with Kirtland Camp 1838. Expelled. Returned to Kirdand where he lived 
1841-1843. Ordained elder 25 Apr 1841. High priest endowed in Nauvoo 
Temple Dec 1 845. Died at Nauvoo, IL. 

John LAWSON (1805-?). Born at Argyle, Washington, NY. Received elder's 
license in Kirtland 14 Nov 1836. Joined quorum 24 Sept 1837. Presided over 
Ramus Branch (IL) 1841. Endowed in Nauvoo Temple 1846. Resident of 
Manti, Sanpete, UT by 1851. 

Lyman LEONARD (1793-1877). Born in Springfield, Hampden, MA. 
Baptized 1832. Resident of Jackson, Clay and Caldwell counties 1830s. 
Whipped by mob in MO. Ordained elder 28 Mar 1836. Anointed in Kirdand 
Temple 30 April 1836. Resident of Nauvoo early 1840s. High preist endowed 
in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845. Resident of Salt Lake City, UT by 1851. 



Moses LINDSLEY. Ordained elder 28 Mar 1836. Received elder's license at 
Kirtland 18 Apr 1836. 

Cornelius Peter LOTT (1798-1850). Born at New York City, NY. Baptized 
before 1834. Resident of Kirdand about 1836-1838. Received elder's license 1 
Aug 1836 and anointing 31 Mar 1837. Moved to Daviess Co, MO by 1838. 
Expelled. Probably returned to Kirdand 1839. Settied at Nauvoo before 1842. 
Endowed in Nauvoo Temple 1845. Migrated to UT 1847. Died at Salt Lake 
City, UT. 

Luke LUCKONE. Ordained elder 15 Nov 1837. 

John LYONS (1796-?). Born in Prince WiUiam Co, VA. Lived at Griffin Run, 
WV about 1817-1836. Approved to be ordained elder 4 Jan 1837. After 
conversion to Mormonism, moved to Caldwell Co, MO by 1837. Resided at 
Nauvoo early 1840s. Probably died in IL. 

Jeremiah MACKLEY (cl800-?). Received anointing 26 March 1836 and 
elder's license 21 May 1836. 

John MACKLEY (cl796-?). Native of Adams Co, PA. Received anointing in 
Kirdand 26 Mar 1836. Received elder's license 21 May 1836. Resident of 
Nauvoo early 1840s. High priest endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845. 
Resident of Provo, Utah, UT by 1860. 

WiUiams MARKS (1792-1872). Native of Rutiand, Rutiand, VT. Resident of 
Kirdand about 1836-1838. Received elder's license 1 Jun 1836 and served on 
Kirdand high council. Stake president at Nauvoo 1839-1844. Served as 
alderman in that city. After Joseph Smith's death, joined the reorganization 
and became a leading figure in that movement. Died at Piano, Kendall, IL. 

Henry MARSDEN. Ordained elder 22 Jul 1838. 

Thomas Baldwin MARSH (1799-1866). Born at Acton, Middlesex, MA. 
Baptized 1 830 and became physician to the Church. Traveled to Kirtiand 



spring 1831 and during the ensuing five years served as missionary in MO and 
eastern United States. Lived in MO early 1830s. Resident of Kirtland about 
1835-1838. Ordained apostie 26 April 1835. Returned to MO 1838. 

Appointed president pro tern of Church. Became disaffected fall 1838 and 
excommunicated for apostasy 17 March 1839. After remaining in MO for 
eighteen years, traveled to UT and baptized again July 1857. Died at Ogden, 
Weber, UT. 

Moses MARTIN (1812-1900) Born at New Lisbon, Grafton, NH. Resident of 
Kirtland 1835-1835. Member of First Quorum of Seventy 1835. Received 
anointing in Kirtland Temple on 30 January 1 836 and elder's license 1 Apr 
1836. Served mission to NY 1837. Moved to CaldweU Co, Mo by 1838. 
Expelled. Moved to Nauvoo. Seventy endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1 845. 
Resident of Salt Lake City, UT by 1851. 

Edmond (also Edward and Edmund) W. MARVIN. Called to serve as 
missionary Feb 1834. Participated march of Zion's Camp 1834. Member of 
Second Quorum of Seventy 1836. Reuben MCBRIDE (1803-1891). Native of 
Chester, Washington, NY. Baptized 4 March 1834 in presence of Joseph 
Smith and Parley P. Pratt. On that night the Prophet called for volunteers to 
redeem Zion. Enlisted and participated in march of Zion's Camp 1 834. 
Resident of Kirtiand about 1836-1848. After most Saints emigrated from 
Kirtiand, he became caretaker of temple grounds. Moved to UT before 1 850, 
settling at Springville. Served on Millard Stake High Council and died at 
FiUmore, Millard, UT. 

WilHam McCLARY (also McCleary, McClerry) (1793-?). Born in Bennington 
Co, VT. Ordained elder 26 Feb 1838. Left Norton, OH 1838 with Don 
Carlos Smith, enroute to western MO. High priest endowed in Nauvoo 
Temple Dec 1845. 

Isaac McWITHEY (cl 786-1 851). Resident of Kirtiand about 1836-1848. 
Received anointing in Lord's House 25 January 1836. 



Joel McWITHEY. Resident of Kirtland 1833-1838 and received blessing for 
laboring on temple 1835. Received anointing in temple 25 Jan 1836 and 
elder's license 2 Apr 1 836. Member of Second Quorum of Seventy 1 836. 
Signed articles of Kirdand Safety Society 1837. 

Elam MEACHAM, Jr. Ordained seventy Jan 1837. 

Edwin Parker MERRIAM (also MERRIUM) (1803-1842). Born at New 
Hartford, Oneida, NY. Probably lived at Kirdand 1837-1838. Ordained elder 
24 Sep 1837. Signed articles of Kirdand Safety Society 1837 and Kirdand 
Camp Constitution 1 838. Called as stake president at Springfield, IL 5 Nov 
1840. Died two years later at Nauvoo, IL. 

Daniel Sanborn MILES (1772-1845). Born at Sanbornton, Belknap, NH. 
Received anointing 2 Mar 1836. Ordained elder 28 Feb 1836. Probably 
resident of Kirdand 1837-1838. Stockholder in Kirdand Safety Society 1837. 
Ordained seventy Dec 1 836 and served as one of First Seven Presidents of 
Seventies from 1837-1845. Signed Kirdand Camp Constitution and moved to 
Caldwell Co, MO 1838. Expelled. One of first LDS settiers in Hancock Co, 
IL, where he died. 

WiUiam MILLER (1814-1875). Native of Avon, Livingston, NY. Resided in 
Kirdand 1834-1838. Ordained elder 27 Mar, received elder's license 18 Apr, 
and ordained seventy 1836. Signed articles of Kirtiand Safety Society 1837. 
Moved to Caldwell Co, MO by 1838. Endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845, 
Died in Provo, Utah, UT. 

Artemus (also Artimas, Artemas) MILLET (also MILLETI) (1790-1874) 
Native of Westmoreland, Cheshire, NH. Baptized by Brigham Young 1 834. 
Resident of Kirdand 1834-1838. Received anointing 30 Jan 1836 and elder's 
license 11 Apr 1836. Served mission to OH 1836. Signed charter of Kirtiand 
Safety Society. High priest endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845. Died at 
Scipio, Millard, UT. Nathaniel MILLIKEN (1793-1874). Born at Buxton, 
York, ME. Resident of Kirtiand 1834-1847. Received anointing 30 Jan 1836. 



Member of Second Quorum of Seventy 1 836. Signed articles of Kirtland 
Safety Society 1837. Left Church Jan 1838 and died in OH. 

Albert MINER (1809-1848). Native of Jefferson Co, NY. Resided in Kirdand 
1832-1838. Received blessing for working on temple 1835. Approved to be 
ordained elder 11 Jan 1837. Moved to Caldwell Co, MO 1838. Seventy 
endowed in Nauvoo Temple Feb 1 846. Died at lowaville, lA, during Mormon 
migration to Great Basin. 

Jessee MONTGOMERY. Ordained elder 12 Aug 1838. Probable resident of 
Kirtland 1838-1840. 

Henry MOORE (1802-?). Born in Dutchess Co, NY. Ordained elder at 
Kirtland 29 Jul 1838. Resided in Kirtland and Nauvoo early 1840s. Dismissed 
from elders quorum 8 Aug 1 841 . Ordained elder at Nauvoo 1 843. Seventy 
endowed in Nauvoo Temple Jan 1 846. 

George MOREY (1803-?). Born at Pittstown, Monroe, NY. Arrived in 
Kirdand 26 Nov 1835. Received anointing 30 Jan 1836. Moved to Caldwell 
Co, MO by 1838. Served on high council at Far West. Expelled. Moved to 
Nauvoo. Joined Reorganized Church. 

Laban MORREL (also MORRELL, MORRILL) (1814-1900). Born at 
Wheelock, Caledonia, VT. Resident of Kirtiand 1837-1838. Received 
anointing 3 Apr 1837. Signed articles of Kirtiand Safety Society 1837. Died at 
Junction, Piute, UT. 

John MORTON (cl816-?). Possibly born in Scotiand. Resident of Kirtland 
about 1836-1841. After serving as first councilor in elders quorum, set apart 
as president 17 Jun 1838. Released Nov 1840, after being ordained high priest. 
Possible resident of Midway, Wasatch Co, UT by 1870. 

Jacob MYERS (also MIRES) (1783-?). Ordained elder at New Portage, OH 
1835. Received anointing 26 Mar 1836. 



Samuel NEWCOMB (1794-1879). Bom at Bemardston, FrankHn, MA. Lived 
at Kiftland 1835-1838. Received anointing 25 Jan 1836. Signed charter for 
Kirtland Safety Society 1837. Migrated to UT. Died at Jamesville, Bremer, lA. 

J. NEWMAN (also NUNAN) (possibly John NEWMAN) (1802-?). Ordained 
elder 3 Oct 1841. Resident of Nauvoo early 1840s. Elder endowed in Nauvoo 
Temple Feb 1846. 

Freeman NICKERSON (1779-1847). Native of So. Dennis, Barnstable, MA. 
Joined Church Apr 1833. Participated in march of Zion's Camp 1834. 
Labored as missionary in OH and Canada 1833 and 1835-1836, including 
special mission to Canada with Joseph Smith and Sidney Rigdon. Received 
anointing 16 Mar 1836 and elder's license 1 Apr 1836. Endowed in Nauvoo 
Temple Dec 1 845. Died at Chariton River, lA. 

Joseph Bates NOBLE (1810-1900). Native of Egremont, Berkshire, MA. 
Baptized 1832. Member of Zion's Camp 1834. Lived at Kirtland 1834-1838. 
Called to be member of First Quorum of Seventy 1835. Received elder's 
license 7 Apr 1836. Signed articles of Kirdand Safety Society 1837. Moved to 
MO by 1838. Expelled. Moved to Nauvoo. Migrated to UT. Died at 
Wardboro, Bear Lake, ID. 

Moses R. NORRIS. resided at Kirtland 1837-1841. Received elder's license 6 
Jul 1836 and anointing 31 March 1837. Stockholder in Kirtland Safety Society 
1837. Disfellowshipped Nov 1837. Remained in Kirtland 1838 after most 
Saints emigrated. Returned to Church and ordained elder 23 Jul 1841. 

John NORTON (probably John Wesley NORTON) (1820-1901). Born at 
Lisbon, Wayne, IN. Baptized 6 Mar 1838. Resident of Kirdand 1841-1843. 
Served as clerk for elder's quorum fall 1841. Ordained seventy 1845. Seventy 
endowed in Nauvoo Temple Feb 1 846. Died at Panguitch, Garfield, UT. 

Gideon ORMSBY (1774-?). Probably born at Manchester, Bennington, VT. 
Resident of Kirtland 1834-1838. Received blessing for working on temple 
1835. Ordained elder 27 Mar 1837. Received anointing 25 January 1836 and 



elder's license 27 Apr 1836. Moved to MO 1838. Expelled. Returned to 
Kirtland where he Hved 1840-1842. 

Ira OVIATT (1804-1868). Born at Busling, Rensselaer, NY. Blacksmith and 
carpenter. Resided at Kirdand 1840-1842. Moved to Nauvoo. Elder endowed 
in Nauvoo Temple Feb 1846. Served on high council of Council Bluffs, lA 
1846-1851. Migrated to UT 1851. Settled in Farmington, Davis Co, where he 
lived until his death. 

Abel OWEN. Ordained elder 8 Aug 1841. Resident of Nauvoo early 1840s. 

J. PACK (probably John PACK) (1809-1885). Born at St. John's, New 
Brunswick, Canada. Baptized 1 836 after moving to NY. Ordained elder 1 836. 
Moved to Kirtland. Joined elders quorum 24 Sep 1 837. Moved to MO by 
1838. Probably expelled. Settled at Nauvoo. Seventy endowed in Nauvoo 
Temple Dec 1845. Died at Salt Lake City, UT. 

Rufus J. PACK (1803-1866). Native of St. John's, New Brunswick, Canada. 
Baptized 1836. Resided at Kirdand 1837-1838. Ordained elder 24 Sep 1837. 
Seventy endowed in Nauvoo Temple Jan 1 846. 

Noah PACKARD (1796-1859). Born at Plainfield, Hampshire, MA. Moved to 
Parkman, Geauga, OH about 1817. Baptized 1 Jun 1832. Served mission 1832 
and 1835. Ordained priest 3 December 1832 and elder 6 May 1833. Presided 
over Church at Parkman. Moved to Kirtland 1835. Received blessing for 
working on temple 1835. Ordained high priest 13 Jan 1836. Received elder's 
license 30 Mar 1936. Shareholder in Kirtland Safety Society 1837. Served on 
Kirdand high council 1836-1838. As high priest signed Kirdand Camp 
Constitution but did not emigrate with camp. Assisted in building Nauvoo 
Temple. Endowed in that temple Dec 1845. Moved to UT 1850. Died at 
SpringviUe, Utah, UT, after serving as alderman in that city. 

John Edward PAGE (1799-1867). Born at Trenton, Oneida, NY. Resided at 
Kirdand 1835-1838. Received elder's license (1 Apr), anointing (30 Nov) and 
ordained seventy 1836. Missionary in Canada 1836 and 1837. As seventy 



signed Kir tland Camp Constitution and migrated to MO 1 838. Ordained 
apostie 19 Dec 1838. Moved to IL. Endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845. 
Excommunicated 27 Jun 1 846. Died in De Kalb Co, IL. 

Samuel C. PARKER (1796-?). Native of Sanborntown, Stafford, NH. 
Probable resident of Kirtiand 1837-1838. Signed Kirtiand Camp Constitution 
1838. High priest endowed in Nauvoo Temple Jan 1846. Probable resident of 
Salt Lake Co, UT by 1851. 

Samuel PARKER (1790-1846). Born at Brunswick, York, ME. Probable 
resident of Kirtiand 1837-1838. Ordained elder 1 Nov 1837. Shareholder in 
Kirtiand Safety Society 1 837. As seventy signed Kirtiand Camp Constitution 
1838. Seventy endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845. Died at Council Bluffs, 
lA. 

William PARKS (also PARKES) (1787-1845). Born at Woodbury, Litchfield, 
CT. Ordained elder 30 Jan 1836. Received elder's license at Kirtiand 31 Mar 

1836. Resident of Nauvoo early 1840s and died in that community, (check 
endowed and high priest) 

Warren PARRISH (?-?). Member of Zion's Camp 1834. Missionary in TN 
1834, 1836. Resident of Kirtiand about 1835-1839. Ordained seventy 1835. 
Scribe to Joseph Smith 1835-1837. Signed articles of Kirtiand Safety Society 

1837. Renounced his membership 1837. 

Martin Horton PECK (1806-1884). Native of Rehobotii, Bristol, MA. Lived 
at DanesviUe, VT before 1835. Resident of Kirtiand about 1836-1838. 
Ordained elder 29 Jan 1838. Shareholder in Kirtiand Safety Society 1837. Set 
apart as councilor in elder's presidency 26 Feb 1838. Signed Kirtiand Camp 
Constitution and migrated to MO 1838. Expelled. Settied at West Milton, 
Miami, OH. High priest endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845. Died at Salt 
Lake City, UT. 



Isaac PERRY (1807-?). Bom at Madison, Madison, NY. Kirtland resident 
1836-1838. Received anointing 3 Apr 1837. High priest endowed in Nauvoo 
Temple Dec 1845. 

Stephen PERRY (PERREY). Possibly the Stephen Perry (1805) born at 
Chester, Windsor, VT. Approved to be ordained elder from office of priest 29 
Nov 1837. High priest endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845. Or the 
Stephen Perry (1818-1888) born at Middlebury, Genesee, NY and died in 
Springville, Utah, UT. 

WiUiam Chadwick PERRY (1812-1893). Native of Madison, Madison, NY. 
Resident of Kirtland about 1835-1838. Received blessing for working on 
temple 1 835 and elder's license 31 Mar 1 836. Ordained seventy 1 836. Signed 
Kirtland Camp Constitution 1 838. MO petitioner. Moved to Nauvoo. Served 
as alternate member of high council. Seventy endowed in Nauvoo Temple Jan 
1846. 

Samuel PHELPS. Received anointing in Kirtiand Temple 25 Jan 1836. 
Ordained seventy 1836. Presided over conference at MiUsford, Ashtabula, 
OH. Resident of Kirtiand 1840. 

Stephen POST (1810-1879). Born at Greenwich, Washington, NY. Resident 
of Kirtiand 1835-1837. Ordained elder 27 Mar 1836 and secured license 1 Apr 
1836. Ordained seventy 1836. Missionary in MI 1839. 

John PULSIPHER. Possibly John Pulsipher (1782-1840). Born at 
Rockingham, Windham, VT. Resident of Kirtland 1 838. Ordained elder 22 Jul 
1838. Signed Kirtiand Camp Constitution 1838. Or John Pulsipher (1827-?) 
born at Spafford, NY. Seventy endowed in Nauvoo Temple Jan 1846. 

Zerah (also Zera) PULSIPHER (1789-1872). Born at Rockingham, Windham, 
VT. Baptized 11 Jan 1832. Resident of Kirtiand 1835-1838. Received 
anointing (25 Jan), elder's license (2 Jul) and ordained seventy 1836. Set apart 
as president of First Quorum of Seventy 6 Mar 1838. A leader of Kirtiand 
Camp 1838. Located in Daviess Co, MO 1838. Expelled. Settied at Nauvoo 



by 1840. Seventy endowed in Nauvoo Temple Dec 1845. Captain of pioneer 
company. Resided in Salt Lake City area until about 1861. Moved to southern 
UT. Died at Hebron, Washington, UT. 

Robert RATHBURN (also RATHBUN). Missionary in OH 1831. Blacksmith 
living in Jackson Co, MO by 1833. Arrived in Kirtland from Zion Nov 1835. 
Served mission to OH 1835. Received elder's license 31 Mar 1836. Member of 
Second Quorum of Seventy 1836. Ordained seventy Returned to MO. 
Survivor of Haun's Mill massacre 1838. 

EH Harlow REDFIELD (1801-?). Native of KiUington, Middlesex, CT. 
Resident of Kirtland 1836-1838. Received elder's license 1 Apr 1836. Served 
on Kirtland high council. Lived at Far West, MO late 1 830s. Received 
endowment in Nauvoo Temple. Resident of Salt Lake City, UT by 1851. 

Leonard RICH. Participated in march of Zion's Camp 1834. Resident of 
Kirdand about 1833-1842 and of Clay Co, MO during mid- 1830s. Missionary 
1835. Received elder's license 10 Mar 1836. Signed articles of Kirdand Safety 
Society 1837. Chosen and ordained one of First Seven Presidents of Seventy 
28 Feb 1835. Released 6 Apr 1837, having previously been ordained high 
priest. Left Church Jan 1838. 

Sidney RIGDON (1793-1876). Native of St. Clair, Allegheny, PA. 
Restorationist leader living at Mentor, OH when converted to Mormonism 
Fall 1 830. Appointed counselor to Prophet in First Presidency Mar 1 833. 
Resident of Kirtland 1832-1838. During absence of Joseph Smith with Zion's 
Camp 1 834, assisted Oliver Cowdery in directing Church affairs at Kirtland. 
Educational leader in Kirdand. Received elder's license 21 Mar 1836. Moved 
to Caldwell Co, MO 1838. Imprisoned during Mormon difficulties in MO 
1838-1839. Moved to Nauvoo 1839. Excommunicated 8 Sep 1844. Died at 
Friendship, Alleghany Co. NY. 

Ebenezer ROBINSON (1816-1891). Born at Rome, Oneida, NY. Baptized 
1835 by Joseph Smith. Resident of Kirdand 1835-1838. Ordained elder 29 
Apr 1836. Received anointing 30 April 1836 and elder's license 11 May 1836. 



Member of Third Quorum of Seventy Dec 1 836. Shareholder in Kirtiand 
Safety Society 1837. Moved to Far West, CaldweU, MO 1838. Moved to 
Nauvoo. Became member of Reorganized Church after death of Joseph 
Smith. Died at Davis City, Decataur, lA. 

George W. ROBINSON (1814-?). Native of Pawlet, Rudand, VT. Resident of 
Kirdand 1837-1838. Replaced Oliver Cowdery as General Church Recorder 
17 Sep 1837. Accompanied Joseph Smith to MO 1838. Expelled. Moved to 
Nauvoo. Became disaffected and left Church by 1 842. Died at Friendship, 
Allegany, NY. 

Isaac ROGERS (1794-1880). Born at Hanover, Graften, NH. Resident of 
York, NY from about 1818-1836. Probable resident of Kirtiand 1837-1838. 
Ordained elder 8 Oct 1 837. Signed articles of Kirtiand Safety Society 1 837 
and Kirtiand Camp Constitution 1 838. Died at Evansville, Vanderburgh, IN. 

George ROSE (cl820). Received anointing in Kirtiand Temple 25 Jan 1836. 
Ordained elder 26 Jan 1836 and received license 1 Apr 1836. Ordained 
seventy 1837. Possible resident of Ogden, Weber, UT by 1860. 

Joseph ROSE (1792-?). Born in Orange Co, NY. Received elder's license at 
Kirtiand 6 Apr 1836. Missionary in Indiana(ABBREV???), MO and IL 1836. 

Shadrach ROUNDY (1789-1872). Born at Rockingham, Windham, VT. 
Baptized 1831. Ordained elder 16 May 1832. Moved to Kirtiand by 1834. 
Received blessing for working on Kirtiand Temple 1835, anointing 25 Jan 
1836 and elder's license 16 Apr 1836. Ordained seventy 1836. Moved to MO 
by 1838. Resident of Nauvoo early 1840s. High priest endowed in Nauvoo 
Temple Dec 1845. Arrived in Salt Lake Valley Jul 1847. Bishop of Salt Lake 
Sixteenth Ward 1849-56. Died at Salt Lake City, UT. 

John SAWYER. Resident of Kirtiand 1838. As priest signed Kirtiand Camp 
Constitution 1 838. 



Lucius Nelson SCOVIL (SCOVILL) (1806-1889). Bom at Middlebury, New 
Haven, CT. Resident of Mantua, Portage, OH before 1 830 and of Kirtland 
about 1837-1838. Ordained elder 8 Oct 1837. Signed Kirdand Camp 
Constitution 1838.

Resident of Nauvoo 1842-1845. Might have been the Aaron Smith who paid 
personal property tax in Kirdand 1848. 

Asahel (also Asael) SMITH (1773-1848). Son of Asael Smith and brother of 
Joseph Smith, Sr. Born at Windham, Rockingham, MA. Baptized 1835. 
Resident of Kirtiand 1836-1838. Member of Kirtiand High CouncH 1837. 
Moved to MO. Expelled. Settled at Nauvoo 1839. Ordained Patriarch 10 Jan 
1844 and presiding Patriarch over Church 1849. Died at Salt Lake City, UT. 

Hyrum SMITH (1800-1844). Older brother of Prophet. Born at Tunbridge, 
Orange, VT. One of six original members of Church and one of Eight 
Witnesses. Moved to Kirdand 1831. Served many short-term missions during 
1830s. Leader of Zion's Camp 1834. Received blessing for working on 
Kirdand Temple 1835 and elder's license 30 Mar 1836. Sustained as Assistant 
Counselor to First Presidency 3 Sep 1837. Moved to MO 1838. Imprisoned

Ordained Presiding Patriarch of Church 1 Jan 1839. Died at Salt Lake City,
